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SECTION | - COMMISSIONERS' MESSAGE 


During 1998-99, the Offices of the Information and Privacy Commissioners (OIPC) 
will deal with an increasing workload of complaints, inquiries and issues, respond 
to changes to legislation, implement important enhancements to investigation 
processes, and conduct an internal review of business practices. This report 
provides the reader with a look at OIPC's plans for 1998-99, the factors that will 
influence change and how the Commissioners will administer their programs. 


Information Commissioner 


The Commissioner remains committed to ensuring that the rights and obligations 
under the Access to Information Act are respected. 


Government restraint measures, information technology challenges and 
increasing workload continue to have a substantial impact on service to clients. 
The Office has gone as far as it can in terms of re-engineering processes to 
simplify and streamline program delivery. There are no remaining savings to be 
made in the Office or in Corporate Services without negative effect on the 
Commissioner's ability to serve Parliament and the public. 


The workload (complaints received) is largely outside the Commissioner's 
control. Moreover, it is difficult to predict the number of occasions on which 
government institutions refuse to accept the Commissioner's recommendations 
and, by doing so, engender litigation. 


Should promised amendments designed to strengthen the access law 
(additional powers, a public education mandate and additional institutions covered 
by the Act) be adopted, they will impose a greater burden of work on the 
Commissioner's office. Under the current resource levels, the service provided by 
the office is at the border between acceptable and unacceptable. 


Privacy Commissioner 
As the threats to privacy mount daily, Canadians are turning increasingly to the 
Commissioner's office for recourse, reassurance, advice and comment. 


Complaints to the Commissioner increase steadily and the trend is anticipated to 
continue. 
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Government restraint measures, coupled with powerful new information 
technology, encourage federal agencies to link or integrate information systems 
and deliver services on-line-- often in concert with other governments or the private 
sector. While the result may be better service, it will also dismantle protective 
walls around personal information which once prevented assembly of 
comprehensive individual profiles. The growing danger is that governments will 
subject citizens to continual information surveillance in the name of safety and 
efficiency. 


The Privacy Commissioner's office will continue adapting to cope with the 
growing workload and emphasizing advice and consultation to alert legislators and 
government institutions to the pitfalls. 


The Minister of Justice's announcement that the Federal Government would 
enact privacy legislation to cover the private sector by the year 2000 at the latest, 
parliamentary motion to extend Privacy Act coverage to all Crown Corporations, 
and reform of the national ports system are initiatives that could impose additional 
work on the Office and have significant resource implications. 


Like virtually all federal government institutions, the Office is struggling with 
dwindling financial resources. The combination of across-the-board percentage 
cuts and climbing caseload has pushed the Office to the critical point far more 
quickly than larger agencies. 
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SECTION Il - OVERVIEW 


Roles and Responsibilities 


The Information and Privacy Commissioners' positions were created under the 
Access to Information and Privacy Acts which came into force on July 1, 1983. 
The Commissioners are independent officers of Parliament appointed by the 
Governor-in-Council following approval of their appointments by resolution of the 
Senate and the House of Commons. The Offices of the Commissioners were 
designated by Order-in-Council as a department for purposes of the Financial 
Administration Acct. 


i) Information Commissioner: 


The Information Commissioner is a special onbudsman appointed by Parliament 
to investigate complaints that the government has denied rights under the Access 
to Information Act--Canada's freedom of information legislation. Passage of the 
Act in 1983 gave Canadians the broad legal right of access to information 
recorded in any form and controlled by most federal institutions, subject to limited 
and specific exemptions. 


The Commissioner is independent of government and has _ strong 
investigative powers. These are real incentives to government institutions to 
adhere to the Act and respect applicants' rights. Since he is an ombudsman, the 
Commissioner may not, however, order a complaint resolved in a particular way. 
Thus, he relies on persuasion to solve disputes, asking for a Federal Court review 
only if government refuses to follow his recommendations that withheld records be 
disclosed. 


il) Privacy Commissioner: 


The Privacy Commissioner is a special ombudsman who reports directly to the 
Speakers of the Senate and House of Commons. The Commissioner is appointed 
under the Privacy Act to review complaints that a federal government institution 
has mishandled an individual's application to see personal records, or is collecting, 
using, disclosing or disposing of personal information in a manner that breaches 
the Act. 
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As an ombudsman, the Commissioner cannot order an institution to comply 
with his recommendations. Nevertheless, if he believes that a government agency 
has improperly denied a complainant access to personal records he may ask for 
a Federal Court review. He may also report directly to Parliament on matters he 
considers important or urgent. 


iii) Corporate Services 


The Corporate Management Branch provides administrative support services to 
both the Information and Privacy Commissioners. The services include finance, 
personnel, information technology and general administration (records 
management, security, procurement, library, reception and management services). 


Organization and Program Composition 


The Commissioners are accountable for and report directly to Parliament on the 
results of their respective operations. The organization structure (Table 2) reflects 
two main business lines (access to information and privacy) and one supporting 
business line (corporate services), the separate statutory basis for each 
Commissioner's operation, and the accountability for resource utilization and 
business line results. 


The Commissioners share premises and administrative support services 
while operating independently under their separate statutory authorities. The 
support services are centralized to avoid duplication of effort and to realize cost 
savings to the government and the program. 


Objectives and Priorities 


i) Access to Information Business Line: 


The Access to Information Act is the legislative authority for the activities of the 
Information Commissioner and his office. The objectives of the business line are: 


O to ensure that the rights and obligations of complainants under the Access 
to Information Act are respected; complainants, heads of federal 
government institutions and all third parties affected by complaints are given 
a reasonable opportunity to make representations to the Information 
Commissioner and investigations are thorough and timely; 
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O to persuade federal government institutions to adopt information practices 
in keeping with the Access to Information Act; and 


O to bring appropriate issues of interpretation of the Access to Information Act 
before the Federal Court. 


The Commissioner's priorities are: to convince government to release 
information informally, without resort to the formalities of the access law or the 
rigors of the Federal Court; to follow a non-adversarial approach; to resolve 
complaints in a fair, equitable and expeditious manner; and to ensure that 
response deadlines are consistently respected across government. 


il) Privacy Business Line: 


The Privacy Act is the legislative authority for the activities of the Privacy 
Commissioner and his office. The objectives of the business line are: 


O to ensure that the rights of complainants under the Privacy Act are 
respected and that the privacy of individuals with respect to personal 
information about themselves, held by a federal government institution, is 
protected; and 


fe) to encourage the growth of fair information practices by government 
institutions. 


The Commissioner's priorities are: to encourage the growth of fair 
information practices by government institutions; to be more pro-active and service 
oriented (privacy staff are now more often consulted early in the design and 
service delivery of government programs and new initiatives); and to pre-empt 
problems through consultation and assistance to government staff and less on 
formal investigation, audits and follow-ups. 


lii) Corporate Services Business Line: 
The objective of the Corporate Management Branch and its business line is to 


ensure that internal overhead functions are in place to support Access to 
Information and Privacy program management decisions and accountability.

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SECTION Ill - BUSINESS LINE PLANS, PRIORITIES AND STRATEGIES 


Summary of Key Plans, Priorities and Strategies 


Open access to information held by federal institutions and the protection of 
personal information held by federal institutions are the key performance 
expectations of the organization's two main business lines. These key 
performance expectations benefit both individual clients and society by making 
government more accountable. To attain these performance expectations, the 
organization intends to : 


O improve public awareness of their access and privacy rights; 

O improve public officials’ awareness of their access and privacy obligations; 
and 

O seek to settle disputes through negotiation rather than recourse to the 


Federal Court. 
The organization continues to refine the framework for enhancing program 


effectiveness and accountability. Figure 1 illustrates the linkage between the 
organization's business lines and key results.

Details by Business Line 


In recent years, the Information and Privacy Commissioners have improved their 
operations. Both the access to information and privacy business lines have made 
changes to the manner in which business is conducted, resulting in improvements 
of performance. 


o Information technology is used to streamline and speed-up client service--a 
staff local area network, a case tracking system (CTS) for complaint 
investigations, a corporate memory system (CMS) to help legal, research and 
investigation work, and a correspondence tracking system. 


o Costs of transmitting information and publications have been reduced by 
putting material on Internet sites (one each for access to information and 
privacy). 


o Business line performance measures and service standards have been 
developed. 


In addition to Figure 1 on page 10, illustrating the linkage between business 
lines and key results, the measurement strategies for both the Access to 
Information and Privacy business lines also include occasional surveys of citizens 
and periodic evaluation studies of identified changes in ministerial practices and 
attitudes towards open access to information and the protection of privacy. 


i) Access to Information Business Line 
1. Key Plans and Strategies 


In addition to its ongoing business (complaint investigations, settlement 
negotiations, departmental reviews, inquiries, court applications and reports to 
Parliament), the Office will continue to place emphasis on the resolution of 
complaints without recourse to the courts and investigate complaints more 
expeditiously, making better use of information technologies. 


A professional working relationship with government institutions is key to the 
business line's effectiveness and, thus, the public's success. The Commissioner's 
effectiveness is measured by a high proportion of resolved complaints and by 
convincing government to release information informally, without application under 
the Act.

The Commissioner's findings and recommendations, made to heads of 
government institutions, serve to ensure that the rights of complainants are 
respected and to encourage the growth of more open government.

3. Objective 


The primary objective of this business line is to investigate, report and make 
recommendations to the heads of government institutions as a result of complaints 
from individuals who allege non-compliance with the Access to Information Act. 


The Information Commissioner must investigate all complaints he receives from 
members of the public. The Information Commissioner may initiate a complaint. 
The Commissioner may appear on behalf of complainants, with their consent or 
as a party, in applications before the Federal Court for review of decisions by 
federal government institutions to refuse access under the Act. He reports to 
Parliament annually and may make special reports. 


The users of the Act are the clients of the Program and include all Canadian 
citizens, permanent residents and persons or corporations present in Canada and 
the 155 government institutions subject to the Act. 


4. External Influences 


Government restraint measures, information technology strategies and increasing 
workload are having a substantial impact on the Office's service level to clients. 
Under the current structure, levels of service provided by the Office of the 
Information Commissioner are at the border between acceptable and 
unacceptable. The Office has gone as far as it can in terms of re-engineering 
processes to simplify and streamline program delivery and there are no remaining 
savings to be made without negative effect on the Commissioner's ability to serve 
Parliament and the public. 
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Most of the work of the Office of the Information Commissioner is dealt with by 
permanent staff with technical assistance including legal service and research 
services are provided, from time to time, by private sector firms under contract. 


The workload (complaints received and court cases initiated) is largely outside 
the Commissioner's control. Moreover, it is difficult to predict the number of 
occasions on which government institutions will refuse to accept the 
Commissioner's recommendations and, by doing so, engender litigation. 


Although the number of complaints received in 1996-97 decreased to 1,382 
from the 1,712 complaints received in 1995-96, the office continues to face 
increases in the number of complaints. As well, the number of court cases is 
increasing due to factors largely beyond the office's control, such as challenges to 
jurisdiction and refusal by departments to respect deadlines and recommendations. 


In the face of these workload increases, the office can only cope through 
service reductions (longer completion times for investigations) unless additional 
resources are forthcoming. All possible efficiency improvements, such as the 
exploitation of technology, management delayering, abolition of positions not 
directly related to investigations have been implemented. Efforts to ensure that 
investigators have effective conflict resolution skills are ongoing in an effort to help 
reduce the number of cases that might otherwise result in litigation before the 
Federal Court. 
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li) Privacy Business Line 


1. Key Plans and Strategies 


Mindful of the government's restraint programs and in addition to ongoing activities 
(complaint investigation, auditing of departmental privacy performance, inquiry 
resolution and issue research), the Office continues using its newly implemented 
business practices and service standards to provide clients with a better and more 
timely service; producing annual and special reports and speeches in-house; and 
fine tuning its fast track approach to handling complaints, one that builds on the 
strength and flexibility of the ombudsman role. 


The Office will continue putting greater emphasis on consultation and 
assistance to government staff, and less on formal audits. This allows the 
Commissioner to influence government operations and policies to prevent 
complaints. A recent example is the Office's work with the Chief Electoral Officer 
to ensure privacy protection was built into the design and operations of the 
permanent voters register. Although the new register is one of the largest 
databases in the country, it prompted only calls to the Commissioner for 
information and no complaints.

3. Objective 


The primary objective of this business line is investigate, report and make 
recommendations to the heads of government institutions and, in the case of 
complaints, report findings to the complainant. The Commissioner also reviews 
personal information held in government information banks and investigates the 
institutions’ collection, use, retention and disposal of personal information, reviews 
proposed data matches and "public interest" disclosures. 
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The Commissioner may, with a complainant's consent appear on his or her 
behalf in an application for Federal Court review of an institution's decision to deny 
access. The Commissioner reports annually to Parliament and may initiate special 
reports at any time. The Commissioner may also be requested to undertake 
special studies for the Minister of Justice. 


The Program's clients include anyone legally present in Canada seeking 
access to their federal personal records, anyone dissatisfied with federal personal 
information handling practices, Members of Parliament, provincial privacy 
commissioners, and the general public and media seeking information about the 
Act and background on privacy issues. 


4. External Influences 


Several factors are creating both administrative and legal problems for the Office. 
These include departmental implementation of government restraint measures, the 
exponential growth in information technology, the government's plans to rely 
increasingly on electronic service delivery and greater sharing of personal data, 
government-wide layoffs, and the government's dependence on contracting out 
work and the related personal records to the private sector. 


The federal government's call for a leaner and more efficient public service has 
encouraged every federal institution to use computer technology to streamline 
operations and eliminate inefficiencies. The two most significant initiatives that, 
if not properly planned, will have a substantial impact on the Office's workload and 
service to clients are data warehousing and shared service delivery. Both threaten 
to remove protective walls around existing personal data and increase distribution 
of the information, in some instances beyond the reach of privacy legislation. 


Like virtually all federal government institutions, the Office is struggling with 
dwindling financial resources. The combination of across-the-board percentage 
cuts and climbing caseload has pushed the Office to the critical point far more 
quickly than larger agencies. Coupled with budget cuts are clients’ increasing 
demands. Canadians demonstrate growing awareness of privacy threats, 
increased sophistication in framing complaints and a greater demand for respect 
for their privacy rights. 


The Office cannot absorb these cuts and still meet its statutory obligations. At 
risk is the Commissioner's ability to handle Canadians' complaints in a timely 
fashion, the Office's credibility, relevance and ability to conduct on-site 
investigations and its preparedness to give Parliament timely and cogent advice 
on the privacy issues emerging with rapid technological developments. 
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iii) Corporate Services Business Line 
1. Key Plans and Strategies 


During the year, Corporate Management Branch staff will provide the requisite 
administrative support services (finance, personnel, information technology and 
general administration) to both the access to information and privacy business 
lines.

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Section I: Messages 


A. Minister’s Message 


The Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions (OSFI) exists primarily to 
safeguard policyholders, depositors and private pension plan members from undue loss. It 
advances and administers a regulatory framework that contributes to public confidence without 
unduly restricting the competitiveness of the regulated entities. A secondary function is to 
provide actuarial and other services to the Government of Canada. 


In addition to its regulatory work, OSFI must identify and assess the emerging risks 
created by changing technological and market conditions and is required to formulate regulatory 
strategies to respond to the most important risk factors. Meeting these challenges requires OSFI 
to enhance its training program to develop the necessary expertise. 


In the past, OSFI lacked performance standards and measures to gauge its success in 
achieving its objectives. Assisted by anew mandate that formed part of Bill C-15, development 
of these standards and measures began in 1996-97. The process of testing and refinement will 
continue during the next three years. 


OSFI also provides actuarial and other services to the Canadian Government; this activity 
is unrelated, however, to its supervisory mandate. In order to carry out this responsibility 
effectively, a separate organization unit, the Office of the Chief Actuary (OCA), has been created 
to administer this function. An Oversight Committee, made up of clients of the OCA and 
chaired by the Superintendent, will oversee the administration of this function. 


Since OSFI's regulatory activities are entirely funded by assessments and fees collected 
from financial institutions and pension plans, any cost increase in these activities will not be 
borne by the taxpayers. However, OSFI is mindful of the financial burden on the regulated 
entities and is committed to full and open dialogue with its stakeholders on the costs and benefits 
of its work.

Section II: Departmental Overview 
A. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions (OSFI), established by an Act of 
Parliament in 1987, is responsible for regulating and supervising banks, insurance, trust, loan 
and cooperative credit societies that are licensed or registered by the federal government, and 
for supervising federally regulated private sector pension plans. OSFI also has specific 
responsibility under various acts for providing actuarial and other services to the Government 
of Canada. 


Under S.C. 1996, c6 (An Act to Amend, Enact and Repeal Certain Laws Relating to Financial 
Institutions) assented to in May 1996, OSFI was given specific responsibilities for 
contributing to public confidence in Canada’s financial system and for minimizing losses to 
policyholders, depositors and creditors of financial institutions. 


Pursuant to the above mandate, OSFI has developed its mission statement which reads: 


"We are the primary regulator of federal financial institutions and pension 
plans. Our mission is to safeguard policyholders, depositors and pension plan 
members from undue loss. We advance and administer a regulatory framework 
that contributes to public confidence in a competitive financial system. We 
also provide actuarial services and advice to the Government of Canada. 


We are committed to providing a professional, high quality and cost-effective 
service." 


B. Objectives 


The OSFI mission statement identifies five objectives. They are: 


° Safeguard from undue loss - Identify institution specific risks and trends, 
and intervene in a timely manner so as to minimize losses to 
policyholders, depositors and pension plan members. 


° Public Confidence - Contribute to public confidence by enhancing the 
safety and soundness of the Canadian financial system, including the 
evaluation of system-wide risks and the promotion of sound business and 
financial practices. 


° Quality - Improve the knowledge and skills of OSFI employees and the 
quality of processes and systems to meet the challenges of a rapidly 
changing environment. 


° Cost Effectiveness - Maintain full and open dialogue with stakeholders on 
the costs and benefits of work undertaken. 


° Competition - Fulfil OSFI's regulatory mandate having due regard to the need to 
allow institutions to compete effectively.

(C) Details by Program and Business Lines 


OSFI has one program and two business lines. They are (1) Supervision of financial institutions 
and private pension plans, and (2) Provision of actuarial and other services to the government of 
Canada. 


Supervision of financial institutions and private pension plans 
Objective 


The objective is to safeguard policyholders, depositors and pension plan members from undue 
loss and to maintain public confidence in the Canadian financial system without unduly 
restricting the competitiveness of supervised entities. 


External factors Influencing the Business Line 


At this stage in the economic cycle, profitability level for financial institutions remains strong 
and the industry is generally sound. OSFI does not expect any severe economic downturn 
within the next three years that will drastically affect financial institutions. 


OSFI is aware of the rapid changes in the financial sector. Financial institutions are adding 
new products and technologies, expanding into new businesses and geographic locations, as 
well as assuming new risks. There have been a number of acquisitions and business 
consolidations. At the same time new players, both regulated and unregulated, are entering 
the financial sector. OSFI must understand the implications of these developments and adjust, 
as necessary, its regulatory and supervisory process. 


OSFI competes with the private industry in hiring and retaining qualified personnel that are 
essential for carrying out its mandate. Therefore OSFI must have the compensation regime 
and personnel policies that are commensurate with what the private industry offers. Although 
it has "separate employer" status, OSFI is currently subject to the Public Service Employment 
Act and is bound by certain Treasury Board and Public Service Commission policies affecting 
levels and methods of compensation and OSFI’s ability to recruit, retain and deploy its 
people. OSFI will continue discussion with these two organizations to obtain the flexibility 
needed to accomplish its mission. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


In order to be successful in meeting its planned future, OSFI has targeted several key strategies. 
These strategies serve to identify priority areas for OSFI over the medium term and provide a 
bridge between its long term strategic objectives and its annual action plans. The strategies are 
listed below under their respective Strategic Objective.

Provision of actuarial and other services to the government of Canada 
Objective 


The objective is to provide actuarial and other services to the Government of Canada in a 
professional, efficient, cost effective and timely manner. 


External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


OSFI provides actuarial reports, advice and services on public pension plans like the Canada 
Pension Plan (CPP), Old Age Security (OAS) as well as other plans for the Public Service, 
Members of Parliament, Canadian Forces etc. Annual contribution and taxes for these 
programs is about $43 billion and total liabilities amounts to about one trillion dollars. The 
aging of the Canadian population and fluctuation in disability claims will put increasing cost 
pressure on public pension plans. It is absolutely essential to provide the government with 
objective and accurate assessment of the plans’ financial situation and the effect of any 
proposed changes so that the right decisions can be made. 


Key Plans & Strategies 


Since the objective of this business line is significantly different than the objective of OSFI’s 
primary business objectives, a separate organization structure is required to carry out this 
function effectively. Over the long term, OSFI will negotiate with Treasury Board and the 
Department of Finance with a view to creating a separate agency responsible for this function. 
In the meantime, the Actuarial Services Division responsible for this business line is being 
structured as a distinct activity, still legally part of OSFI, but operationally quite separate from 
it. The Office of the Chief Actuary (OCA) will take on its own separate identity and will 
have its own Oversight Committee made up of senior representatives of the Department of 
Finance, the Treasury Board and Human Resources and Development Canada, all "clients" of 
the OCA. The Superintendent of Financial Institutions will chair this committee which will 
advise on issues normally considered by a Board of Directors. This change will be effective 
April 1, 1998. 


Expected Results 


OSFI expects to provide actuarial calculation, advice and services to the government of 
Canada on a professional, efficient, cost effective and timely manner.

A. Chairperson's Message 


The objective of the Patented Medicine Prices Review Board (PMPRB or Board) is to protect 
consumer interests and contribute to Canadian health care by ensuring that the prices 
charged by manufacturers of patented medicines are not excessive. 


The mandate of the PMPRB does not cover all prescription drugs. It is limited to the prices 
charged by manufacturers of patented drugs (prescription and non-prescription), which 
account for approximately 45% of manufacturers’ sales of all drugs. 


The issue of rising drug costs in Canada remains a focus of legitimate concern and debate, 
as reflected by the deliberations and recommendations of the House of Commons Standing 
Committee on Industry which reviewed the Patent Act Amendment Act, 1992, Bill C-91, in 
1997. The report of the Standing Committee, issued on April 24, 1997, underscored the 
concerns of Canadians about the cost of drugs and their impact on the health care system. 
It also touched on a number of key areas directly affecting the role and mandate of the 
PMPRB. 


Subsequent to the release of this report, the PMPRB carried out a review and published a 
Discussion Paper in the fall of 1997. This Discussion Paper will form the basis of a formal 
consultation with Canadians. The purpose of the consultations is to examine the role, 
function and methods of the PMPRB with a view to obtaining input on issues of concern, that 
are within the Board's mandate and scope of activities. These consultations represent a 
response by the Board to a recommendation by the Standing Committee. 


The consultations will continue in the first half of 1998 with a report planned for late summer 
1998. The report is expected to propose operational changes to the PMPRB and may 
include proposals for changes to the Guidelines and other policies that would require further 
consultation before implementation. 


(Messages) 1 


Over the next three years, the PMPRB's priorities will continue to be to protect consumer 
interests by ensuring that the prices of patented drugs do not increase faster than the rate 
of inflation and by limiting the introductory prices of new patented drugs. The Board will also 
focus on ways to more meaningfully engage its stakeholders in the development of its 
policies and reporting on drug price trends.

Overview 


A. Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The PMPRB is an independent quasi-judicial body created by Parliament in 1987 
under the Patent Act. The PMPRB protects consumer interests and contributes to 
Canadian health care by regulating the prices charged by manufacturers of patented 
medicines to ensure that they are not excessive. 


The PMPRB reports to Parliament through the Minister of Health. The PMPRB's 
Annual Report is tabled in Parliament each year and includes a review of the 
PMPRB's major activities, analysis of the prices of patented medicines and of the 
price trends of all drugs, and reports on the R & D expenditures by patent-holding 
drug manufacturers. The Board is also responsible for inquiring into any matter 
which may be referred to it by the Minister of Health.

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B. Program Objective 


The objective of the Patented Medicine Price Review Program is to protect consumer 
interests and contribute to Canadian health care by ensuring that prices charged by 
manufacturers of patented medicines are not excessive. 


Organizational Structure: The PMPRB reports to Parliament through the Minister 
of Health. The Board consists of not more than five members who serve on a part- 
time basis, appointed by the Governor-in-Council, including a Chairperson and Vice- 
Chairperson. The Chairperson is designated under the Patent Act as the Chief 
Executive Officer of the PMPRB with the authority and responsibility to supervise and 
direct its work. The Executive Director manages the work of the staff. Senior staff 
consists of the Executive Director, the Director of Compliance and Enforcement, the 
Director of Policy and Economics, the Senior Scientific Officer, the Director of 
Corporate Services, the Secretary to the Board and Senior Counsel.

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B. Details by Program and Business Line 


Patented Medicine Prices Review Program 


The objective of the Patented Medicine Prices Review Program is to protect 
consumer interests and contribute to Canadian health care by ensuring that prices 
of patented medicines are not excessive. This is done through the use of one 
business line which is the same as its program. The PMPRB gathers information on 
the prices charged by manufacturers for their patented medicines sold in Canada, 
analyzes that data and takes action, when required, to reduce prices which are, in 
the opinion of the Board, excessive. Price reductions are accomplished as follows: 
through voluntary action by patentees; formal Voluntary Compliance Undertakings 
(VCUs) to lower prices and offset excess revenues; or, following a public hearing in 
which prices are found to be excessive, through the issuance of remedial orders. 


The PMPRB relies on voluntary compliance wherever possible since it is more 
effective, less time consuming, and less costly to all parties. Voluntary compliance 
by patentees is facilitated by published Guidelines intended to assist companies in 
setting prices that are not excessive. 


Under the Patent Act, the Board is required to consider the prices of medicines in 
other countries, the prices of similar medicines in the same therapeutic class, 
changes in the Consumer Price Index (CPI), and other factors when assessing 
whether or not the price of a patented medicine is excessive. The Act allows the 
Minister of Health to require the Board to conduct inquiries into matters as 
determined by the Minister. 


The PMPRB also reports to Parliament on the price trends of all medicines and on 
the ratio of pharmaceutical research and development expenditures to sales for the 
patented pharmaceutical industry and individual patentees in Canada. 


External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


The predominant external factor influencing the PMPRB is the continued increase in 
pharmaceutical costs within the Canadian health care system. Pharmaceuticals 
continue to be the fastest-growing component of health care expenditures due to 
several factors including: increased utilization of drugs, shifts by physicians from 
prescribing cheaper drugs to more expensive ones and increases and changes in the 
population. 


The growth in pharmaceutical expenditures as a proportion of total health 
expenditures is expected to continue in the longer term due to the development of 
important new medicines that replace other forms of medical intervention or new 
medicines which treat diseases which were previously untreatable. 


Other external factors influencing the PMPRB are the recommendations of the 


Standing Committee on Industry, issued on April 24, 1997. The Committee's report 
underscored the concerns of Canadians about rising drug costs and touched on a 
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number of key areas directly affecting the role and mandate of the PMPRB. Among 
other things, the Committee recommended that: 


¢ The "mandate of the [PMPRB] be reviewed and strengthened" [by the 
Government]; 


¢ "To facilitate the public debate on pricing, usage and costs of drugs, as well as 
on pharmacare, the Committee recommends that the PMPRB consult with 
consumers, health care professionals, experts and the provinces to assess its 
current statistical reporting, and find out what other information it could provide to 
the public." 


In response to the latter recommendation, the Board launched an extensive public 
consultation process with the release of a Discussion Paper in November 1997. The 
results of the consultations in 1998 will undoubtedly affect the program. 


The PMPRB's work is also directly affected by the volume of new drugs introduced 
to the market each year and the nature and quality of information available 
concerning their therapeutic and economic benefits. In addition, federal and 
provincial policies concerning pharmaceuticals, including regulatory approval and 
reimbursement plans, will impact on the PMPRB's activities. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


The PMPRB will continue to protect consumer interests by fulfilling its regulatory 
functions under the Patent Act. 


In addition, the PMPRB will conduct formal consultations with its stakeholders on 
how it fulfills its mandate. The PMPRB is particularly interested in determining how 
it can improve the way it carries out its statutory responsibilities so as to ensure the 
confidence of Canadians and facilitate informed public debate on the key issues 
related to the pricing, usage and cost of drugs. 


The PMPRB is committed to a review and renewal of its role, functions and methods 
within its mandate and scope of actitivies. The objectives of the review and renewal 
initiative are to: 


¢« make the Board more relevant and responsive to its stakeholders’ needs; 


¢ achieve greater transparency, openness and awareness of the Board's activities; 
and 


¢ identify opportunities to improve the price review process.

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The information gathered through the consultations will provider greater insight into 
the needs of the PMPRB's stakeholders making it easier to identify solutions which 
will be more responsive and transparent to its stakeholders. 


In the first quarter of 1998, Board members will travel across the country to hold 
public sessions with various stakeholders and other interested parties. Stakeholders 
will also have an opportunity to provide written submissions to the Board up to March 
31, 1998. The Board will hear oral submissions at a public hearing on April 30, 1998. 


The Board will evaluate the input from these consultations, analyze the issues, and 
prepare appropriate policy options. A report is planned for late summer 1998. 


The report is expected to propose operational changes to the PMPRB and may 
include proposals for changes to the Guidelines and other policies that would require 
further consultation before implementation. The PMPRB and its staff will work 
toward positioning itself to implement necessary changes. 


The Board is firmly committed to this process. While the outcome of the consultation 
process has yet to be determined, what remains clear and unchanging is the 
fundamental purpose of the PMPRB which is to protect the interests of Canadian 
consumers. 


Expected Results 
Over the planning period the PMPRB expects to: 


¢ complete the review of introductory prices of all new patented drugs introduced for 
sale in 1998 to ensure compliance with the Guidelines; 

* review prices of all existing patented drugs sold in Canada in 1998 to ensure 
compliance with the Guidelines; 

* commence investigations in cases where prices are not compliant; 

¢ obtain VCUs or commence hearings, when necessary; 

¢ submit an annual report to the Minister by June 1998, on the Board's activities in 
1997 including the price trends of all medicines sold in Canada and on the ratio of 
pharmaceutical R&D expenditures to sales for the pharmaceutical industry and 
individual patentees in Canada; 

* provide pre-market advisory assistance to manufacturers of patented drug 
products to facilitate compliance with the Board's Guidelines; and 

* provide a report on the results of its consultations.

The Privy Council Program includes six main Business Lines - Office of the Prime 
Minister, Ministers’ Offices, Privy Council Office, Millennium Planning, Commissions 
of Inquiry and Task Forces, and Corporate Services. The core function of the Program is 
the Privy Council Office whose Mission Statement can be defined as follows:

Mandate, Roles and Responsibilities 


The mandate of the overall Privy Council Program is broad and includes the Prime 
Minister’s Office, various Ministers’ Offices as well as Commissions of Inquiry and Task 
Forces which fall under the Program. With regard to the Privy Council Office itself, the 
Clerk of the Executive Council of the Province of Canada was sworn Clerk of the Privy 
Council on July 1, 1867, by the Governor General at the first meeting of the Governor in 
Council. In 1940, the Clerk of the Privy Council was given additional duties and also 
made Secretary to the Cabinet. 
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In 1992, the role of the Clerk of the Privy Council as Head of the Public Service was 
given a statutory basis in the Public Service Employment Act. On June 25, 1993, the 
Privy Council Office was given responsibility for federal-provincial relations, with the re- 
integration of the Federal-Provincial Relations Office into the Privy Council Office and 
the subsequent establishment of the Intergovernmental Affairs Branch. 


The Privy Council Office, working with departments across the government, 
provides advice, information and services to the Prime Minister in his capacity as Head of 
Government, and to the other Ministers within the Privy Council Program: the Deputy 
Prime Minister’; the President of the Privy Council and Minister of Intergovernmental 
Affairs; the Leader of the Government in the House of Commons; and the Leader of the 
Government in the Senate. It also provides information and advice, as required, to the 
Minister designated as the Federal Interlocutor for Métis and Non-Status Indians. 


As the Secretariat to the Cabinet, the Privy Council Office provides information and 
advice to the Prime Minister, to Cabinet, to the Policy Cabinet Committees and the 
Special Committee of Council, on the elaboration and implementation of the 
government’s policy priorities. It should be noted that the Treasury Board is supported 
by the Treasury Board Secretariat, a separate department of government.

The Prime Minister's Office Business Line provides advice, information and 
special services to support the Prime Minister as Head of Government and chairman of 
Cabinet, including liaison with Ministers, issue management, government 
communications, planning and operations related to representation of Canada in the 
international community, and support for certain political responsibilities, including 
relations with Caucus.

To provide support services, information and advice to the Deputy Prime Minister, 
the President of the Privy Council and Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs, the 
Leader of the Government in the Senate and the Leader of the Government in the 
House of Commons. 


2. Priorities 


The Ministers' Offices Business Line encompasses the administration of offices 
providing support services, information and advice to the Deputy Prime Minister, the 
President of the Privy Council and Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs, the Leader 
of the Government in the House of Commons, and the Leader of the Government in the 
Senate.

Additional resources were approved in 1997-98 to support the Ministers’ Offices 
within the Privy Council Office following the changes made to the Cabinet Structure on 
June 11, 1997. In particular, the number of Ministers in the Prime Minister’s Portfolio 
who have no other departmental responsibilities increased from two to five. The 
previous resources in the Ministers’ Offices Activity within the Privy Council Office 
were insufficient to cover the increased budgetary allocations allowed for each of these 
Ministers. 


The resource requirements have been set in accordance with the Guidelines for 


Ministers’ Offices. These budgets reflect the approved levels for exempt and 
departmental staff as well as operating budgets. 
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In addition, this Business Line includes the resources for the payment of salaries 
and allowances for Secretaries of State who assist Cabinet Ministers in carrying out 
their responsibilities. However, the operating budgets for the offices of the Secretaries 
of State are not included in the Privy Council Program. These are included in the 
budgets of the respective departments. 


Business Line 3: Privy Council Office 
1. Objective 


To support the Prime Minister and Cabinet in the operation of the central policy 
decision-making process and to provide information and advice to the Prime Minister 
in the discharge of his responsibilities as Head of Government and Chairman of 
Cabinet. 


2. Priorities 


As the next millennium approaches, Canadians are facing changes in technology 
and information that are as profound as those of the Industrial Revolution - changes 
that are creating both dramatic challenges as well as opportunities for growth and 
development. Government and other public institutions have an important role to play 
in helping to equip Canadians for success in the 21st century. 


The Privy Council Office has an important role to play in securing a prosperous 
future for Canadians and their country, by: 


* assisting the Government in the setting of priorities; 

¢ supporting the Prime Minister, Cabinet and Cabinet Committees in taking decisions 
on the implementation of Government commitments, and addressing the issues of 
the day; and 

* ensuring the vitality and effectiveness of the Public Service of Canada in providing 
professional, non-partisan advice and support to the Government and quality 
services to Canadians. 


Implementation of Government Commitmen 
The Privy Council Office is responsible for assisting the Government in taking 
decisions on the policies and programs required to carry out its commitments to 


Canadians and to meet the challenges of governing a diverse, modern country. 


It supports Cabinet as the senior decision-making forum of the Government, 
including the committees of Cabinet: the Cabinet Committee for the Economic Union 
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with respect to the Government’s economic priorities and initiatives; the Cabinet 
Committee for the Social Union with respect to the Government’s social priorities and 
initiatives; and the Special Committee of Council with respect to the Government’s 
legislative agenda and regulatory policy matters. The Treasury Board is supported by 
the Treasury Board Secretariat with respect to financial and Public Service management 
issues. 


The Privy Council Office has a vital role to play in helping to implement specific 
commitments set out in the Government’s 1997 Speech from the Throne. It also has 
responsibility for managing interdependence and helping to develop an understanding 
among officials and Ministers of their collective responsibility to serve the broader 
public interest. In this regard, the Privy Council Office will support a key theme of the 
Speech from the Throne -- helping to build a partnership by working together -- by 
assisting departments in working together towards common objectives and fostering 
cooperative relationships with the provinces. 


To this end, recognizing that a number of policy initiatives flowing from the 
Speech from the Throne cut across mandates, the Privy Council Office will continue to: 
develop mechanisms to provide greater policy support to Cabinet committees; 
encourage interdepartmental collaboration and cooperation; develop effective 
mechanisms to support horizontal policy development; and provide substantial 
stimulation and challenge for departmental policy work. In these ways, the Privy 
Council Office will work to ensure stronger and more integrated policy initiatives. 


With regards to the specific commitments set in the Speech from the Throne, the 
Privy Council Office will work with departments and with the provinces and the 
territories, where appropriate, in support of the various initiatives already launched in 
several of the priority areas, including: 


A) Building a Stronger Canada by working with the provinces in developing 
a framework for Canada’s social union; by providing advice to the 
government in developing a comprehensive approach to promoting and 
strengthening Canadian unity including the government’s commitment to 
bring frankness and clarity to any debate that puts into question the 
future existence or unity of Canada; by supporting the government in its 
work with various partners in Canadian society to advance the full 
recognition of the diversity inherent in the federation, including the 
unique character of Quebec society, as set out in the Calgary 
Declaration; by assisting the Department of Canadian Heritage in the 
development of options for expanding exchange programs to increase 
knowledge of Canada and understanding among Canadians; and by 
developing a proposal to establish an International Forum of Federations

where representatives of federal countries can exchange ideas and 
information, compare experiences and devise new solutions to common 
problems. 


Investing in Children by continuing to provide support to the 
government on initiatives designed to improve the well being of 


children, including the second phase of the National Child Benefit and 
the development of a comprehensive and multi-sectoral National 
Children’s Agenda. 


Investing in Quality Care and Good Health by assisting the government 


in its leadership role in ensuring that the medicare system meets the 
needs of the future and that emerging issues in health care are addressed. 


Building Safer Communities by providing advice to the government on 
the implementation of the National Strategy on Community Safety and 


Crime Prevention. 


Creating Opportunities for Young Canadians by providing support for 


such efforts as reducing student debt loads, improving access to 
education and skills and helping youth adapt to a changing labour market 
both through federal initiatives, partnership arrangements with other 
levels of government and engagement of the private sector and other 
stakeholders. 


Investing in Knowledge and Creativity by coordinating presentations and 


submissions to Cabinet on current and proposed initiatives that will 
facilitate the emergence of the knowledge and information economic and 
by working with other departments and agencies to ensure contributions 
from across the government towards knowledge and creativity. 


Expanding Opportunities in Aboriginal Communities by working closely 
with departments and central agencies on initiatives that support social 
and economic development and the building of capacity for aboriginal 
self-government. 


Looking Outward by continuing to provide advice on foreign and 
defence policy developments, and supporting the Prime Minister in the 
pursuit of key policy objectives, including the promotion of peace and 
security, increased trade, and democratic development. As well, the 
Privy Council Office will continue to prepare the Prime Minister to lead 
Team Canada trade missions abroad, as well as for discussions with 
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foreign leaders, both on a bilateral basis and in such multilateral bodies 
as the P-8 (made up of the G-7 countries plus Russia), the UN, and 
NATO. 


Public Service Reform 


Changes affecting Canadian society and the role of government are also having a 
major impact on the Public Service of Canada and its capacity to serve the Government 
and Canadians. 


In follow-up to the Program Review initiative, and building on the thrust of 
“Getting Government Right,” the Privy Council Office supports Ministers in 
establishing policies for change in the Public Service to enable it to adapt effectively to 
the changing policy environment, including the growing use of new information media 
for communication with citizens. Strengthening the policy capacity of the Government, 
modernizing service delivery, and the sound management of people are the key steps to 
ensuring that the Public Service will be a vibrant and flexible national institution 
adapted to future needs. 


Over the next three years, the Privy Council Office will continue to work closely 
with the Treasury Board Secretariat to advise Ministers on measures to ensure that the 
Public Service, as an institution, adapts to the changing expectations of citizens and 
provides services in a manner that is both responsive to clients and cost effective. The 
Privy Council Office will continue to assist in the planning of initiatives to improve 
public sector management and in integrating related work being carried out by a variety 
of organizations within the Government, including the Treasury Board Secretariat, the 
Public Service Commission, and the Canadian Centre for Management Development. 


Improving Policy Capacity 


The Privy Council Office will continue to promote efforts to strengthen the policy 
capacity of the Government by promoting interdepartmental cooperation and 
collaboration with stakeholders in policy development. This work will reflect an 
increasingly horizontal approach to policy, particularly with respect to the linkages 
between economic and social issues, in order to achieve a more integrated perspective 
that will respond to the priorities of Canadians. 


Initiatives are under way to improve policy capacity and ensure that relevant, high- 
quality policy advice continues to be available to the Government: 


¢ The Policy Research Committee, established by the Clerk of the Privy Council in 
1996, is continuing its work to anticipate and prepare for future policy challenges 
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facing Canada. Four research networks have been created around the topics of 
growth, human development, social cohesion, and global challenges and 
opportunities. In addition, a working group with representation from the four 
networks is researching adjustment and transition issues as Canada moves toward a 
knowledge-based economy and society (KBES). Work plans have been developed 
for each network as well as the KBES project, and inventories of current and 
planned research have been shared across the Government. 


e Plans are under way for a national partnered Policy Research Conference in the 
autumn of 1998. This event, which will be organized in cooperation with a 
number of research organizations, will provide researchers the opportunity to 
present their work to peers within and outside of the Government. 


Modernizing Service Delivery 


In response to the desire of Canadians to have governments that are flexible and 
operate effectively and efficiently, the Privy Council Office will continue to work with 
the Treasury Board Secretariat in supporting Ministers’ initiatives to modernize the 
delivery of Government services. 


The Privy Council Office’s efforts in this area will include its continued support to 
the Prime Minister and other Ministers in the creation of service agencies and in 
ensuring their effectiveness in helping the Government achieve its objectives. The first 
of these agencies, the Canadian Food Inspection Agency, was created April 1, 1997. 
Work continues on the creation of the Canadian Parks Agency and the Canada Customs 
and Revenue Agency. 


Improving Human Resource Management 


The Privy Council Office will oversee efforts over the next three years to improve 
the management of the human resources that are at the heart of the Public Service of 
Canada and to take concrete action to retain, motivate and attract people essential to the 
Public Service over the coming decade, so as to ensure that the Public Service has the 
future capacity to provide excellent service to the public and to elected officials. 


The Clerk of the Privy Council launched La Reléve to focus attention on human 
resources renewal across the Public Service. The La Reléve Task Force was 
established in January 1997, and, in October 1997, released La Reléve: A Commitment 
to Action, a publication outlining corporate actions as well as actions to be taken by 
departments, regions, and functional communities. 


Privy Council Office IF, 


Working closely with the Treasury Board Secretariat, the Public Service 
Commission, and the Canadian Centre for Management Development, the Privy 
Council Office will support corporate renewal initiatives aimed at: 


* recruiting and retaining a representative workforce; 

¢ modernizing corporate development programs to ensure continuity of skilled 
employees and managers; 

e addressing compensation issues; 

¢ streamlining and simplifying staffing and classification systems; 

e improving pride and recognition and continuing discussions on public service 
values; and 

¢ simplifying the collective bargaining process and renewing labour relations.

The Privy Council Office will also continue to support the Government’s program 
in Parliament, by coordinating departmental legislative initiatives for consideration by 
Cabinet and by providing advice to Ministers in the Prime Minister’s portfolio on their 
respective roles in Parliament.

The Millennium Planning Business Line is responsible for planning and 
coordinating the Federal Government’s Millennium activities and partnerships. The 
Prime Minister has asked the Deputy Prime Minister to be the Minister responsible for 
planning and coordinating the Federal Government’s Millennium activities. A 
Millennium Task Force has been set up within the Privy Council Office to support the 
Deputy Prime Minister with the planning and coordination of Millennium partnerships 
and activities. 


To date, the Task Force has consulted Canadians on how they want to participate 
and contribute to mark the millennium. The Government intends to help build 
partnerships among governments, communities and citizens to allow all Canadians to 
celebrate our achievements and work together, at home and abroad, to build a better 
future.

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Business Line 5: Commissions of Inquiry and Task Forces 


1. Objective 


To gather information and to report under specific terms of reference as well as to 
carry out short term projects. 


2. Activities 


Commissions established under the Jnquiries Act are given specific terms of 
reference which are set out in the appointing Order in Council. Following their 
appointment, Commissioners proceed with the development of a work plan for 
conducting the Inquiry and a forecast of the costs of the Commission. The expenditure 
forecast is then submitted to the Treasury Board for approval and funding is voted 
through the normal Estimates process. 


Commissions are usually established on short notice and initial funding is often not 
obtainable through the Main Estimates processes. As well, unforeseen costs may arise 
in a given fiscal year for which Supplementary Estimates are required. Quite often, 
this does not have an impact on the total forecasted cost of a Commission but rather is 
a reallocation or reprofiling of resources among fiscal years. 


Indian Specific Claims Commission 


The Indian Specific Claims Commission was established by Order in Council 
P.C. 1991-1329, dated July 15, 1991. A revised mandate was established by Order in 
Council P.C. 1992-1730 on July 17, 1992. 


The Commission conducts impartial inquiries when a First Nation disputes 
rejection of their specific claim by the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development, or when a First Nation disagrees with the compensation criteria used by 
government in negotiating the settlement of their claim. There are more than 600 
specific claims by First Nations that the Government has for consideration. As well as 
conducting formal inquiries, the Commission may provide or arrange mediation 
regarding claims, at the request of the Government or a First Nation. It also continues 
to work with Government and First Nations in the evolution of a new claims policy and 
process. The Commission publishes reports and recommendations to all the parties for 
each claim, inquiry or mediation, unlike most commissions’ single, generalized reports. 
The Commission must also make an annual report to Cabinet and may file special 
reports at its discretion. The Commission has no fixed time frame for the discharge of 
its full mandate. 
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During 1996-97 an evaluation of the Indian Specific Claims Commission concluded 
that the Commission has performed well with its current mandate and authority. 
However, the evaluator found “broad agreement that the Specific Claims policy and 
process must be reformed” and recommended that the government work with the 
Assembly of First Nations to establish an independent quasi-judicial “Indian Claims 
Resolution Commission”. A joint process was launched in 1996-97 with a view to 
establishing a new mandate for the Claims Commission beginning in 1999-2000. 


The 1998-99 fiscal year will be a transitional period for the Commission. During 
this transition, the Commission will provide direction and assistance when requested by 
the Joint Task Force. The Commission will continue to inquire into and provide 
mediation on specific claim disputes. Research and the preparation of an inventory of 
claims will be made available. The Commission will also provide information on 
administrative implications of transitional issues, and facilitate public education and 
awareness about land claims and the claims process.

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Business Line 6: Corporate Services 


1. Objective 


To provide efficient and effective financial, administrative, information 
management and personnel services in support of departmental operations and systems. 


2. Priorities 


The Corporate Services Business Line within the Privy Council Program is 
responsible for providing regular ongoing administrative services and, as well, 
specialized services not found in other government departments. These common 
services are provided to the Prime Minister's Office, the President of the Privy Council 
and Minister of Intergovernmental Affairs and other Ministers’ Offices within the 
Program, as well as the Privy Council Office. They include financial, administrative, 
information management, informatics, technical, translation and human resources 
services as well as the coordination of responses to requests for access to information 
under the Access to Information and Privacy Acts. 


Specialized services include the costs of operating the Prime Minister's 
switchboard, a correspondence unit responsible for the handling of all non-political, 
non-personal mail addressed to the Prime Minister and to other Ministers in the 
Program and technical tour support to the Prime Minister's Office. 


As well, this Business Line provides certain administrative services to 
Commissions of Inquiry and Task Forces. 


Over the three-year planning horizon, the priorities of the Corporate Services 
Business Line will continue to be the provision of efficient, effective and expert 
administrative services to the Prime Minister, the various Ministers in the Program as 
well as the Privy Council Office. Items of particular interest include: 


° implementation within the Program of the recommendations of the Report of the 
Independent Review Panel on Modernization of Comptrollership in the 
Government of Canada; 

implementing any new processes and structures in line with the Government’s 
Financial Information Strategy. This includes migration to a new integrated 
financial and materiel management system; 

ensuring that all informatics operations and systems within the Program become 
Year 2000 compliant; 

working towards a cost efficient system for the management of ministerial and 
executive correspondence; and 
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° continued implementation of the La Reléve Action Plan for the Privy Council 
Office.

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Preface 


The government presents its annual budget-planning and resource allocation priorities by 
tabling the budget and Estimates documents. 


The Minister of Finance tabled the 1998 budget on February 24, 1998. The President of 
the Treasury Board tabled parts I and II of the 1998-99 Estimates on February 26, 1998. The 
remaining portion of the Estimates package, the Reports on Plans and Priorities, is being tabled 
late in March. Parliament agreed to this delay in order to allow time for these documents to 
reflect decisions emanating from the budget. With the tabling of the Reports on Plans and 
Priorities and their referral to Standing Committees, the process of tabling the 1998-99 Estimates 
is completed. 


The Reports on Plans and Priorities supplement Part II of the Estimates but present 
expenditure information on a basis consistent with the planned spending forecast contained in the 
budget. They provide, on a business line basis, information on objectives, key initiatives and 
planned results, linking them to the detailed resource requirements set out in departmental and 
agency spending plans. In addition, supplementary information is provided on human resources 
utilization, major capital projects, grants and contribution programs, non-tax revenues and net 
program costs. 


The Program Expenditure Detail: A Profile of Departmental Spending document 
supplements the traditional budget and Estimates package. While not formally part of either, it 
presents expenditure information on a basis consistent with the planned spending forecast 
contained in the budget and the Reports on Plans and Priorities. It also provides a reconciliation 
between planned spending and the Main Estimates (Annex A). 


e Chapter 1, ‘Overview,’ examines overall program spending for 1998-99 and situates that 
spending within the government’s planned spending forecast. 


‘ Chapter 2, ‘A Profile of Departmental Spending,’ provides more detailed information on 
planned program spending by sector of the economy and by federal department, agency 
and appropriation-dependent Crown corporation. 


“ Annex A provides a reconciliation of Main Estimates to total planned spending for the 
1998-99 fiscal year presented in the budget, along with brief explanatory notes. 


° Annex B provides a listing of the major planned initiatives emanating from the 
1998 budget. 

° Annex C shows how expenditure plans and outcomes have changed since the 
1996 budget. 
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Chapter 1 
Overview 


Program Spending 


The Minister of Finance’s 1998 budget presents planned budgetary spending of 
$148.0 billion for 1998-99. Of that amount, $43.5 billion is for public debt charges and 
$104.5 billion is for program spending. Table 1.1 sets out planned spending in these areas for 
1998-99. The focus of this document is on program spending.

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Chapter 2 
A Profile of Departmental Spending 


Introduction 


This chapter elaborates on the program spending presented in Chapter 1. It categorizes 
program expenditures by their general purpose and highlights significant issues and spending 
items. It should be noted that program spending does not include public debt charges. 


Program spending is set out in this chapter by sector and, within each sector, by federal 
department and agency. In each case, planned program spending for 1998-99 is shown and, to 
provide context, forecast spending for 1997-98 and actual spending for 1996—97are also 
presented. 


The following chart displays planned 1998-99 Program Spending by sector.

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Composition of Spending 


While most sectors continue to show a decline in spending in 1998—99, others are 
showing increases which, in part, reflect measures announced in the Minister of Finance’s 
February 1998 budget. Annex B provides, in tabular form, a summary of the key budget 
spending measures and the departments and agencies affected. While there are references to these 
initiatives in this document, it is the Reports on Plans and Priorities that provide the details. 


Table 2.1 summarizes spending by sector. The remainder of the chapter examines each of 


the 10 sectors in more detail.

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Chapter 2 


Program Spending by Sector 


Social Programs 


Social programs aim to promote the health and well-being of Canadians and to foster 
equality of access to the benefits of Canadian society. The federal government attains these 
objectives through direct program spending, transfers to persons and transfers to other levels of 
government. 


For the purposes of this document, the social programs sector includes: 


° programs focusing on employment, health, housing, immigration and citizenship; 
® programs benefiting Aboriginal peoples and veterans; 
* major transfers to persons, in particular employment insurance benefits and elderly 


benefits; and 


° the Canada Health and Social Transfer (CHST), which in 1996—97 replaced the payments 
made under the Canada Assistance Plan and Established Program Financing for Health 
Insurance and Post-Secondary Education. 


Social program spending represents by far the largest component of total program 
spending, at 60.4 per cent. 


Table 2.2 breaks down social program spending by department and agency. Social 
program spending for 1998—99 is estimated at $63.1 billion, of which $15.1 billion, or 
24 per cent, will be for direct program spending and $48.0 billion, or 76 per cent, will be for the 
CHST, employment insurance and elderly benefits.

Chapter 2 


The following paragraphs briefly describe planned spending for each department or 
agency in the sector. 


Citizenship and Immigration Canada develops immigration policy, manages 
immigration levels, controls admission to Canada and grants Canadian citizenship. Its major 
activities include selecting immigrants and refugees; processing temporary entry applications; 
controlling entry to Canada at ports of entry; enforcing the Immigration Act; funding settlement 
services; and promoting and granting citizenship. Planned spending will decrease by $9.7 million 
in 1998-99, mainly as a result of the timing of transfer payments to the provinces. 


The Immigration and Refugee Board is an independent administrative tribunal with 
quasi-judicial functions that determines claims to Convention refugee status made by persons 
within Canada; hears appeals of certain persons who have been denied admission or have been 
ordered removed from Canada; hears appeals from Canadian citizens and permanent residents 
whose family members have been refused permanent resident status in Canada; hears appeals 
from the Minister of an adjudicator’s decision; conducts inquiries involving persons alleged to be 
inadmissible to or removable from Canada; and conducts detention reviews for persons detained 
for immigration reasons. 


Health Canada is responsible for maintaining and improving the health of Canadians. 
The department’s major activities include developing health policy; administering the Canada 
Health Act; protecting health by regulating food, drug, environmental and pesticide safety; 
promoting disease prevention and health; and providing a range of health services to First 
Nations and the Inuit. 


Planned spending for Health Canada will increase by approximately $200 million dollars 
over the three-year period reflecting federal priorities announced in both the 1997 and 1998 
budgets: 


« The 1997 budget included the following initiatives: a Health Transition Fund to help 
provinces launch pilot projects on new and better approaches to health services delivery; 
an expansion of the Community Action Program for Children and the Canada Prenatal 
Nutrition Program, which funds community groups to establish and deliver services that 
address the developmental needs of children living in conditions of risk; improvements to 
blood regulatory and surveillance programs to ensure the safety of Canada’s blood 
supply; a tobacco control initiative; and an initiative called the Canadian Health 
Info-structure to help develop a national network of health information systems. 


° The 1998 budget includes the following priority initiatives: an increased contribution of 
$60 million over two years for the establishment of a new blood agency; renewal of the 
National HIV/AIDS Strategy for five years with funding of $211 million; and 
establishment of an Aboriginal Health Institute to study health issues affecting Aboriginal 
peoples and an Aboriginal Head-start Program on reserves. Additional spending is also 
forecast in the budget for a number of initiatives announced in Securing Our Future 
Together and the 1997 Speech from the Throne, including an expansion of the Canadian 
Breast Cancer Initiative; a doubling of funding for the tobacco reduction strategy; the

establishment of Centres of Excellence focused on the well-being of children; and 
funding for research on toxic substances. 


Since 1996-97, the department has been making efforts to maximize savings through 
efficiency measures, including making better use of information technologies and consolidating 
management and administrative services. The department is also refocusing its programs and 
pursuing the implementation of cost recovery initiatives. Finally, program spending is increasing 
modestly for Indian and Inuit health services to deal with some of the pressures on the program 
such as population growth. 


Hazardous Materials Information Review Commission Canada evaluates claims for 
partial exemption from Workplace Hazardous Materials Information System requirements. 
Suppliers and producers make these claims because they wish to protect confidential business 
information. The agency also determines whether the materials submitted by claimants comply 
with federal and provincial occupational health and safety requirements. Over the planning 
period, the agency will seek to increase its efficiency and manage effectively within existing 
spending levels. 


The Medical Research Council of Canada provides direct support to university 
researchers in the health sciences. Planned spending will increase by about $29.5 million 
(12.4 per cent) in 1998-99, due mainly to an increase of $40.0 million provided through the 
February 1998 federal budget and an increase of $6.5 million to establish a permanent Networks 
of Centres of Excellence Program. These increases are partially offset by planned reductions in 
funding for Phase II of the Networks of Centres of Excellence Program ($13.2 million) and 
previous general fiscal restraint initiatives ($3.6 million). 


The Patented Medicine Prices Review Board regulates the maximum prices of patented 
medicines and takes remedial action where prices are deemed excessive. The agency also reports 
annually to Parliament on price trends and on the research and development activities of 
pharmaceutical patentees. Over the planning period, the agency will seek to increase its 
efficiency and manage effectively within existing spending levels. 


Human Resources Development Canada (HRDC) is responsible for a wide range of 
programs touching the lives of nearly all Canadians. These include employment insurance and 
employment benefits and support measures; income security programs for seniors; programs 
designed to improve the labour market and the workplace; and support for post-secondary 
education through student loans and the new Canada Education Savings Grant. 


The department’s planned spending, which excludes major transfer payments, will total 
$3.92 billion in 1998-99, a decrease of less than 1 per cent from forecast spending for 1997-98. 
Decreases due largely to the sunsetting of The Atlantic Groundfish Strategy (TAGS), the HRDC 
contribution towards the introduction of the National Child Benefit and previous years’ budget 
reduction measures will offset the additional 1998-99 funding of $365 million announced in the 
1998 budget. The new resources will be devoted primarily to assisting post-secondary students to 
pay for their education and to encourage families to save for education. 
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Under its responsibility for major transfer programs, HRDC will in 1998-99: 


e manage payments of $22.9 billion to recipients of Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse’s Allowance benefits; 


° manage the Employment Insurance program under which benefit payments of 
approximately $12.6 billion will be provided. This amount includes $1.9 billion of 
employment benefits and support measures to be delivered under co-management 
agreements with some provinces or territories or, alternatively, to be delivered directly by 
provincial or territorial governments; and 


* administer the Canada Pension Plan (CPP), under which more than $18 billion is 
expected to be paid out in 1998—99 in retirement pensions, disability benefits and 
survivor benefits. CPP benefits are paid out of the CPP Account and, as such, are not 
included in the totals shown in Table 2.2. 


The portfolio also includes three small agencies: 


° The Canada Labour Relations Board (planned spending of $8.9 million), a 
quasi-judicial tribunal that administers Part I (Industrial Relations) and certain provisions 
of Part II (Occupational Safety and Health) of the Canada Labour Code. This 
organization 1s expected to be replaced by a new one, the Canada Industrial Relations 
Board, pursuant to Bill C-19, An Act to amend the Canada Labour Code (Part I) and the 
Corporations and Labour Unions Returns Act and to make consequential amendments to 
other Acts. Bill C-19 received First Reading on November 6, 1997. The new Board will 
have enhanced powers to resolve labour relations issues. 


& The Canadian Artists and Producers Professional Relations Tribunal (planned 
spending of $1.7 million), a quasi-judicial tribunal that administers professional relations 
between artists, as independent entrepreneurs, and producers under federal jurisdiction. 


8 The Canadian Centre for Occupational Health and Safety (planned spending of 
$1 million), which promotes the fundamental right of Canadians to a healthy and safe 
working environment. The decrease in planned spending is due to an increase in vote 
netted revenues. 


Indian and Northern Affairs Canada fulfils the lawful obligations of the federal 
government to First Nations and the Inuit peoples arising from treaties, the Indian Act and other 
legislation. The department has primary federal responsibility for supporting First Nations in 
providing basic services to Indian and Inuit peoples residing on Indian reserves and Crown lands, 
and for band government, as well as specific trust responsibilities. Other significant 
responsibilities include negotiating and implementing comprehensive and specific claim 
settlements and practical forms of self-government. 


In the North, the department supports political and economic development, manages 
sustainable development of natural resources, protects and manages the environment, and 
administers Crown land. 
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The department’s budget in 1998-99 will be $4.5 billion, which represents a slight 
decrease from forecast spending for 1997-98. This is primarily the result of the successful 
resolution of a number of claims and outstanding grievances in 1997-98. Notwithstanding 
fluctuations in claims expenditures in 1998—99, spending will increase in other areas of the 
department, including 2 per cent growth of Indian and Inuit programming (approved in the 
1996 budget), funding for the relocation of the community of Davis Inlet, the establishment of 
Nunavut, and incremental funding for Gathering Strength: Canada’s Aboriginal Action Plan, 
announced on January 7, 1998, in response to the Royal Commission on Aboriginal Peoples. 


Over the planning period, the department’s key objectives in support of Gathering 
Strength are: renewing partnerships; strengthening Aboriginal governance; developing a new 
fiscal relationship; and supporting strong communities, people and economies. 


The Canadian Polar Commission is the lead federal agency in the area of polar science, 
providing policy advice concerning research in Arctic and Antarctic regions. Its budget in 
1998-99 will be almost $1 million. 


Through the Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation (CMHC), the federal 
government assists Canadians to obtain affordable and suitable shelter. Over 90 per cent of 
CMHC’s 1998-99 budgetary spending of $1.9 billion is in support of over 655,000 social 
housing units under long-term subsidy commitments. The Corporation has offered provincial and 
territorial governments the opportunity to assume full responsibility for managing these social 
housing resources, provided that they continue to use the federal subsidies for housing assistance 
for low-income households. This would simplify the administration of the various programs, 
reducing overlap between the two levels of government. To date, it has concluded agreements 
with Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Saskatchewan and the Northwest Territories. 
CMHC will continue administering housing programs on Indian reserves. The Corporation 
recently announced that it will extend its short-term housing initiatives for five years at a cost of 
$250 million. These initiatives assist low-income households and create jobs by providing 
assistance for renovations, emergency repairs and home adaptations for seniors. CMHC’s 
funding will increase by $69.3 million, or 3.7 per cent, in 1998-99 over 1997-98 to provide for 
the transfer agreements for social housing. It is also of note that during 1998-99, CMHC will 
repay $413.8 million of loans from the federal government. 


Veterans Affairs Canada provides veterans and their families with disability pensions, 
income support benefits, health care and other services that promote their well-being and self- 
sufficiency in recognition of their service to the country. The department also commemorates 
veterans’ achievements and sacrifices. 


In 1998-99, the department will spend approximately $1.96 billion, which is about the 
same as its forecast expenditures for 1997-98. Most spending will consist of disability pension 
benefits and services provided directly to veterans. Although the department’s client population 
is forecast to decline slightly, the expenditures for most programs are expected to remain 
relatively stable due to increased services per client, indexing of pensions and allowances, and 
increased costs for health care supplies and services. The department will continue to focus on 
business renewal to provide quality, efficient and cost-effective service to clients. The Business 
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Renewal Strategy is centred around three key multi-year initiatives: the Benefits Redesign 
Project, a major Crown project to revamp the department’s information systems in order to 
improve service to clients; the Client-centred Service Approach; and the Corporate Services 
Infrastructure Review.

Heritage and Cultural Programs 


Heritage and cultural programs support the growth and development of Canadian cultural 
life, participation and equity in Canadian society, the nation’s linguistic duality and diverse 
multicultural heritage, and the preservation of its national parks, historic sites and heritage. The 
programs are delivered primarily by the organizations for which the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage is responsible. These include Canadian Heritage, 9 Crown corporations and seven 
departmental agencies. The sector also includes the Old Port of Montreal Corporation and the 
Queens Quay West Land Corporation, both of which fall under Public Works and Government 
Services Canada. Planned expenditures in the sector for 1998-99 amount to $2.45 billion and 
represent about 2.3 per cent of total program spending. 


Table 2.3 breaks down planned spending on heritage and cultural programs by 
department, corporation and agency. The 1998-99 planned expenditures in the sector decrease by 
$144.1 million, or approximately 5.6 per cent, from the forecast expenditures for 1997-98.

Canadian Heritage is responsible for programs and policies relating to the arts, cultural 
industries and heritage, broadcasting, official languages, multiculturalism, community 
participation and amateur sport; for developing and operating national parks and historic sites; 
and for providing the corporate services that support these activities. Planned spending for 
1998-99 for the department will decline by 9.6 per cent from the 1997-98 forecast amount, 
primarily due to the effect of previous budget decisions. 


The department will continue to emphasize initiatives that support its mission of 
celebrating and strengthening Canada. The Canada Television and Cable Production Fund, for 
example, will continue to play a major role in increasing the amount of Canadian television 
programming and enhancing the quality of Canadian shows. Other initiatives will emphasize 
increasing contact among Canadians across regions, cultures and languages as a means of 
developing a greater awareness and understanding of Canadian values and shared heritage. 
Particular emphasis will be placed on the renewal and enhancement of official language 
programs as well as those that address the preservation of Aboriginal languages and culture. 
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As it achieves agency status, Parks Canada will continue to implement service delivery and 
operational alternatives that will enable it to deliver its mandate as effectively as possible. 


Canadian Heritage also monitors the work of the Canadian Race Relations Foundation, 
which fosters the development and sharing of knowledge and expertise related to eliminating 
racism and racial discrimination in Canada. Created in October 1996, the Foundation’s 
operations are funded primarily from the proceeds of a one-time endowment of $24 million from 
the Government of Canada. - 


The Canada Council fosters the study, enjoyment and production of artistic works. 
Starting in 1997-98, the Council’s funding was increased by $25 million per year to give more 
support for Canadian artists and arts organizations, less a small decrease due to previous 
reduction exercises. 


The Canada Information Office, established in July 1996, has a budget of $20 million 
for 1998-99. The Office informs Canadians about their country, about each other, and about the 
federal government and its programs and services. It also encourages the exchange of ideas and 
experiences among Canadians. 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) creates, procures and presents in both 
official languages, distinctive, quality radio and television programs. Funding for the CBC will 
continue to decrease in 1998-99 in keeping with government restraint initiatives. In 1998-99, 
support to the CBC will have dropped by approximately 25 per cent from 1994—95 levels. The 
CBC has made significant organizational and programming changes to deal with its financial 
constraints. At the same time, the Corporation is committed to offering Canadians a clear and 
valuable alternative to the programming offered by private broadcasters. The “Canadianization”’ 
of English television is the most visible element of this strategy. Moreover, the government is 
providing $15 million per year to enable Radio Canada International to continue to provide its 
valuable services internationally. 


The Canadian Film Development Corporation (Telefilm) fosters the development of 
the feature film and television industries in Canada. It does so by investing in the production, 
distribution and promotion of selected feature films and television programs on which tangible 
financial returns are expected. Planned spending will drop by 3.7 per cent, or $3.0 million, in 
1998-99 due to previously announced government decisions. Telefilm has an agreement with 
Canadian Heritage to administer the equity investment program of the Canada Television and 
Cable Production Fund, which the Minister of Canadian Heritage recently announced would be 
extended until 2000-01. 


The Canadian Museum of Civilization, the Canadian Museum of Nature, the 
National Gallery of Canada and the National Museum of Science and Technology are 
responsible for increasing interest in, knowledge about and appreciation of the natural, scientific, 
artistic and cultural heritage of Canada. They do so by researching, acquiring, maintaining and 
presenting collections for the benefit of Canadians and people of other countries. Combined 
spending for the four institutions shows a decline of close to $9 million. 
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The Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission regulates the 
Canadian broadcasting system so that it meets government policy objectives, including providing 
Canadian content to the nation. It also regulates some rates and other aspects of the services 
offered by telecommunications common carriers under federal jurisdiction. The Commission’s 
funding will increase by $0.8 million in 1998-99. 


The National Archives of Canada and the National Library of Canada, respectively, 
preserve the collective memory of the nation and help Canadians use the country’s library 
resources. They do so by acquiring and managing material and by providing information, 
reference material and advice to the public and the government. They also encourage archival 
and library activities across Canada. Spending by the National Archives of Canada and the 
National Library of Canada will each decrease by $1.5 million in 1998-99, due to previous 
reduction measures and the fact that several projects are winding down. 


The National Arts Centre (NAC) promotes excellence in the performing arts in Canada 
by arranging performances and tours by the National Arts Centre Orchestra; presenting 
performances at the Centre; and commissioning, producing and co-producing works with 
Canadian performing arts companies. Funding for the Centre decreases marginally in 1998-99. 
The NAC will seek to increase revenues and private-sector donations so as to be able to continue 
to improve performance excellence. 


The National Battlefields Commission conserves and develops the historic and urban 
parks that make up the National Battlefields in the city of Quebec and its surrounding areas. The 
Commission’s spending levels will decrease by $1.4 million in 1998-99 as a result of the 
completion of projects involving renovations to the Discovery Pavilion of the Plains of Abraham 
and the stabilization of Champlain Cliff. 


The National Capital Commission (NCC) promotes Canadian pride and unity 
throughout the National Capital Region. Federal funding for the Commission will be 
$68.7 million in 1998-99, following a decrease due to previous expenditure reductions. The 
NCC will experience funding pressures related to the cost of repairing damage from the 
January 1998 ice storm to its extensive properties throughout the Region. During 1998-99, the 
NCC will complete the revised Plan for Canada’s Capital and develop high-impact, four-season 
programming to lead into celebrations for the millennium. 


The National Film Board develops, produces, markets and distributes films to give 
Canadians maximum access to productions that enhance knowledge of Canadian social and 
cultural realities. Planned spending for the National Film Board will decline in 1998-99 by 
9.1 per cent, or $5.6 million, due to previously announced government funding decisions. In 
response, the National Film Board is implementing significant operational changes to maintain 
film production activity at current levels. 


Status of Women Canada promotes equality for women in all spheres of Canadian life 
with a view to contributing to the overall well-being of women, their families and their 
communities. Extensive consultations carried out with women’s and other organizations will 
help shape the work of the agency and the future directions of its research and of the Women’s 
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Program. Status of Women Canada’s planned spending level for 1998-99 is $17.0 million, a 
decrease of $0.4 million from the amount that was budgeted for 1997-98. 


The Old Port of Montreal Corporation promotes the development of the Old Port of 
Montreal site as an historical, national heritage and leisure site where the general public can 
pursue cultural, recreational and leisure activities. The increase in planned spending reflects the 
expenditure profile for the construction of Expotec-Canada, a science and technology centre 
focused on public animation and education, which is slated for opening in the spring of the 
Year 2000. The Expotec-Canada construction project will span four years with a total estimated 
cost of $49 million, (which includes $20 million of contributions from the private sector). 


The Queens Quay West Land Corporation operates, manages and maintains the 
Harbourfront site in Toronto. The Corporation also provides operating contributions to the 
Harbourfront Centre, a cultural entity, as directed by the federal government. 
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Natural Resource-based Programs 


This sector comprises those departments and agencies that promote the sustainable 
development of Canada’s natural resources. These departments include Natural Resources 
Canada, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Environment Canada, and Fisheries and Oceans. 


Table 2.4 summarizes the changes in planned spending by department and agency.

Agriculture and Agri-Food’s actual program spending figure for 1996-97 excludes $707.5 million associated with the 
Western Grain Transition Payments Act expensed in prior years. Forecast spending in 1997-98 also excludes payments 


of $1.9 million under this program. 
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Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada’s (AAFC) objective is to promote and support, in a 
sustainable manner, a growing, competitive, market-oriented agriculture and agri-food industry 
and to promote rural community economic development. To achieve this objective, the 
department operates along three operational business lines: Expanding Markets; Innovating for a 
Sustainable Future; Strong Foundation for the Sector and Rural Communities; and one 
management business line: Corporate Policies and Services. 


The Expanding Markets business line is working with industry and other partners to 
improve and secure market access and enable the agri-food sector to capture opportunities for 
trade in domestic and export markets, with a focus on higher-value agri-food products. 


The Innovating for a Sustainable Future business line is working with industry and 
other partners to support the sector’s efforts to develop and produce competitive products and 
processes in an environmentally sustainable manner. 


The Strong Foundation for the Sector and Rural Communities business line is working 
with industry to enhance the sector’s economic viability while strengthening opportunities for 
rural community economic development. 


The Corporate Policies and Services business line is providing the department with the 
capacity, capability and appropriate support services to achieve stated results for the sector and 
Canadians in a sound manner. 


The 1995 budget announced a $1.6 billion Western Grain Transition Payments Program 
(WGTPP) to provide a one-time transition payment to compensate landowners for a reduction in 
land values resulting from grain transportation reform measures. WGTPP payments were made 
from 1995-96 through 1997-98. These extraordinary payments have been eliminated from the 
following figures in order to provide a more reasonable basis for comparison of AAFC resources 
over the 1996-97 through 1998-99 period. 


In 1996-97, AAFC’s net spending totaled $1,881.5 million. Forecast net spending for 
1997-98 is $1,643.0 million. The difference between these figures is largely attributable to large 
payments from the $300 million Western Grain Transportation Adjustment Fund in 1996-97 and 
continuing Program Review reductions in 1997-98, including the phase-out of dairy subsidies. 
Planned net spending for 1998-99 is $1,500.9 million. The reduction from 1997-98 forecast net 
spending is primarily due to the partial write-off of the debt of the Crop Re-insurance Fund in 
Saskatchewan and the complete write-off of this debt in New Brunswick in 1997-98. 


The Canadian Food Inspection Agency formally came into being on April 1, 1997. Its 
activities are aimed at enhancing the effectiveness and efficiency of the food inspection and 
quarantine systems, while ensuring the safety of the food supply. Priorities also include 
facilitating trade in food, animals and plants, and promoting inter-governmental co-operation in 
support of a more integrated food inspection system. The Agency will spend $268.0 million in 
1998-99 on the above activities. 
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The Canadian Food Inspection Agency’s resources for 1997—98 were included in the 
Main Estimates for Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Fisheries and Oceans, and Health 
Canada. The Agency remained within the AAFC Vote structure for 1997-98 and resources from 
Fisheries and Oceans and Health Canada were transferred through Supplementary Estimates. 


Environment Canada helps present and future generations of Canadians live and 
prosper in an environment that needs to be respected, protected and conserved. The department 
undertakes programs to reduce risk to human health and the environment. It provides weather 
and environmental predictions and warnings, as well as emergency preparedness services to 
enhance safety from environmental hazards. The department also provides Canadians with the 
skills, tools, policies and information to foster sustainable development. 


Over the planning period, Environment Canada will focus on achieving with its partners 
environmental results in the areas where science indicates that the risks to human and ecological 
health are the greatest: climate change, clean water, clean air, and nature. The objective is to 
define an environmental agenda that everyone can own and act upon. The department will do this 
by: building on the Canada-wide Accord on Environmental Harmonization to provide Canadians 
with the highest levels of environmental quality; partnering with Canadian citizens and 
empowering them with information and some tools to help them take action to address these key 
issues and others; challenging industry to achieve results by building on voluntary approaches 
that have worked well in the past; and acting with firmness and resolve where necessary. The 
department will maintain its essential science as a cornerstone of its domestic and international 
leadership and it will improve the communication of its science as a means of building capacity 
for action in others. 


The department will spend approximately $511.1 million in 1998-99, a reduction in 
budgetary spending of $44.6 million from 1997-98. This reflects savings identified through 
Program Review; 1997—98 payments under the Early Departure Incentive Program; and the 
completion of the Canadian Lightning Detection Network project. Planned spending for 1998-99 
includes additional funding for Climate Change and for the St. Lawrence Action Plan. 


Formally created in 1994, the Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency’s main 
objective is to provide Canadians with high quality federal environmental assessments that 
contribute to informed decision making in support of sustainable development. It obtains this by 
developing and administering the federal environmental assessment process as established by the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and its Regulations. 


Main activities include: providing advice and recommendations to federal authorities that 
reflect public values and the principles of sustainable development; strengthening partnerships to 
facilitate co-ordinated environmental assessment approaches across government and to allow 
harmonization with other jurisdictions; improving the federal environmental assessment process 
by enhancing its effectiveness, efficiency, predictability and consistency; and delivering 
education and training products to federal departments and other practitioners that improve 
compliance with the Act and other federal environmental assessment processes. 
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The Agency also supports independent public reviews and mediations launched under the 
Act and ensures there are opportunities for public participation in federal environmental 
assessment processes. 


These activities are undertaken to maintain the highest standards of quality for 
environmental assessments. The Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency will spend 
$9.2 million in 1998-99 on these activities. 


To reflect the directions set out in Program Review and the 1995 budget, the Agency has 
implemented a number of process efficiency measures that streamline the procedures and 
timelines of the environmental assessment process. In addition, a proposal for recovering the 
costs of environmental assessment panel reviews has been developed. Consultations will 
continue with other federal departments and industry representatives to develop proposals for 
recovering the costs of mediations, comprehensive studies and participant funding. 


Through its policies and programs, Fisheries and Oceans (F&O) supports Canada’s 
economic, ecological and scientific interests in the oceans and in freshwater fish habitat; 
promotes the conservation and sustained utilization of Canada’s marine and inland fisheries; and 
provides safe, effective and environmentally sound marine services that respond to the needs of 
Canadians. 


The Oceans Act establishes a new regime for managing Canada’s oceans and their 
resources. Canada’s oceans strategy will be based upon the principles of sustainable 
development, the integrated management of oceans activities and on a precautionary approach to 
fisheries management. To ensure the sustainability of Canada’s oceans and aquatic resources, the 
department is shifting to multi-disciplinary research that also addresses the effects of 
environmental conditions on Canada’s ecosystems. It is also improving stock assessments by 
working with stakeholders and introducing new technologies, such as acoustic imaging and 
survey technology. In addition, F&O is developing a strategy for sustainable development that 
will help the department take environmental, economic and social considerations into account 
when making decisions. 


Another crucial element of F&O’s overall strategy is conserving Canada’s fisheries. The 
Fisheries Act will be updated to provide a legal basis for partnering with stakeholders in the 
management of the fisheries. This will result in more self-regulation of the fisheries, with those 
who benefit directly from them assuming greater responsibility. The department is also working 
to increase industry viability and competitiveness by bringing fishing capacity in line with the 
sustainability of the resource. In addition, F&O is pursuing negotiations to improve the 
international management of fisheries resources. For example, in co-operation with the European 
Union and other members of the North Atlantic Fisheries Organization (NAFO), significant 
progress has been made on conservation and enforcement measures in the NAFO Regulatory 
Area. On the West Coast, the department is working closely with the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade and the province of British Columbia to negotiate with the United 
States on interim and long-term fishing arrangements that are consistent with the principles of the 
Pacific Salmon Treaty. It is also pursuing opportunities to create jobs in coastal and native

communities by supporting the Aboriginal Fisheries Strategy, a dynamic aquaculture industry 
and fisheries for underused species. 


The department also focuses on reducing risks of injury, loss of life, threats to the 
environment and loss of property related to Canada’s marine transportation system. To sustain 
the government’s commitment to marine safety, it will maintain safety standards while adjusting 
levels of service and reducing the cost of programs and services provided to users of Canada’s 
marine transportation system. In some cases, F&O is modernizing systems and making them 
more cost-efficient by introducing new marine technologies such as differential global 
positioning systems. In other cases, it is strengthening partnerships with stakeholders and 
negotiating new alliances to deliver more affordable, efficient and innovative services. These 
include a system for responding to oil spills and a proposed system for responding to chemical 
spills. 


A number of F&O initiatives support the government’s commitment to ‘getting 
government right’. The department is beginning to recover more costs so that users who benefit 
directly from a public resource or service pay a fair share of the cost of managing the resource 
and providing related services. It is doing so through fishing licensing programs and the Marine 
Services Fee. Since it has merged its fleets, F&O is now looking at related efficiency measures, 
such as multi-tasking, to reduce the cost of delivering programs. As well, the department is 
examining alternative methods of delivering services. Through partnerships, more responsibility 
for managing fisheries and for providing safety services for recreational boaters will be 
transferred to clients. The department is starting negotiations with the provinces and territories, 
beginning with British Columbia, on opportunities to reduce overlap and, where appropriate, to 
delegate additional responsibilities. 


The United Nations has declared 1998 as the International Year of the Ocean to increase 
awareness of the importance of oceans, to bring ocean-related issues to the attention of policy 
and decision makers, and to develop programs aimed at protecting the world’s oceans. These 
objectives are reflected in F&O’s own focus for the year. Fisheries and Oceans is making 
significant changes to support its new broad-based ‘oceans’ mandate. The result will be a smaller 
department that is the lead federal agency for Canada’s oceans and marine issues. This is 
reflected in the department’s 1998-99 planned spending of $1,074.4 million, a7 per cent 
reduction from 1997-98 spending levels. 


The Northern Pipeline Agency Canada (NPA) is the regulatory authority created to 
streamline the approval process for the development of the Canadian portion of the Alaska 
Highway Gas Pipeline Project. After the southern portion of the line was completed in 1982, the 
remainder of the project was delayed indefinitely and the NPA went into standby mode, with the 
pipeline company paying all of the Agency’s costs. 


Natural Resources Canada is a science- and technology-oriented department. It 
promotes the sustainable development of Canada’s resources and the improved international 
competitiveness of our minerals and metals, energy and forest sectors. 
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Planned expenditures for Natural Resources Canada will increase by $6.2 million in 
1998-99 compared to 1997-98, after which they will decline only slightly as programs stabilize. 
This includes an increase of $40 million in planned expenditures for Natural Resources Canada 
as a result of the Climate Change Action Fund announced in the February 1998 budget. 


The department will concentrate on its areas of core federal responsibility, such as 
international trade and investment, science and technology, and the maintenance of scientific and 
economic databases about Canada’s land and resources. It will carry out many of its activities in 
partnership with the private sector and with the provinces and territories. It will provide 
leadership by implementing updated policies in the minerals and metals area, and by providing 
technical research and advice regarding virtually all aspects of natural resource development. The 
department is devoting most of its resources to science and technology activities and the rest to 
policy development, energy efficiency and alternative energy programs, and administration. To 
carry out its scientific activities, the department uses specialized regional laboratories. 


The Atomic Energy Control Board regulates nuclear energy use and the mining, 
storage, handling and safety of radioactive substances. The National Energy Board regulates the 
international and inter-provincial aspects of the production, distribution and safety of energy 
forms other than atomic energy. Atomic Energy of Canada Limited (AECL) is an agent Crown 
corporation that undertakes nuclear research and development related to the use of atomic energy 
for peaceful purposes. It also provides engineering design, project management and support 
services for nuclear power plants. As a result of Program Review, the planned expenditures for 
Atomic Energy of Canada Limited in 1998-99 will decrease by $58.2 million when compared to 
1997-98. This reduction is being achieved by discontinuing or transferring R&D programs not 
associated with AECL’s principal mission of sustaining the CANDU nuclear energy option, and 
by reducing overhead. 


The National Round Table on the Environment and the Economy will focus its 
program areas around the critical and timely issue of climate change. It will conclude a forum 
that will lead to a better understanding of the issue by Canadians. Over 1998-99, other program 
areas with linkages to climate change, such as sustainable transportation and emissions trading, 
will be closely integrated to create a multifaceted approach to assist Canada grapple with this 
challenging issue. The other main priority area will be the eco-efficiency program, which entails 
collaboration with a selection of corporations to develop indicators that will be of value to a 
broad stakeholder community. The federal government will spend $3.3 million in 1998-99 on 
the Round Table’s activities. 
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Industrial, Regional and Scientific-technological Support Programs 


The general objectives of federal spending in this sector are to foster economic growth 
and job creation through measures that stimulate private-sector investment across Canada, 
encourage regional development and promote a stronger science and technology capability in 
Canada. Table 2.5 summarizes the year-over-year changes by department and agency.

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Industry Canada fosters the growth of Canadian business through the promotion of a 
fair and efficient marketplace for businesses and consumers, and by encouraging scientific 
research and technology diffusion. The department focuses on three core business lines: 
microeconomic policy, industry sector development, and marketplace rules and services. Other 
significant activities include tourism, Aboriginal economic development, the Canada 
Infrastructure Works Program in Ontario and regional development activities in northern 
Ontario. Major objectives for the department include: 


° improving conditions for investment in Canada; 

° improving the country’s innovation performance and its transition to a knowledge-based 
economy; 

8 increasing Canada’s share of global trade; and 

® building a fair, efficient and competitive marketplace. 


Industry Canada’s budget in 1998-99 will be $1,104 million, a reduction of 
$100 million from 1997-98. The 1997-98 levels included additional funding for the Canadian 
Network for the Advancement of Research, Industry and Education (CANARIE) and for the 
Canada Infrastructure Works Program in Ontario. Examples of the department’s new orientation 
include: 


° Connectedness: providing Canadians with access to the information highway 
infrastructure and to learning networks through SchoolNet, the Community Access 
Program, and the Voluntary Sector Network Support (VolNet); building the Next 
Generation Network (in conjunction with CANARIE); and making Canada a global 
centre of excellence for electronic commerce. 


e Team Canada Inc: increasing exports of Canadian goods and services; developing an 
internationally competitive export-oriented industry; and increasing business investment 
in Canada. 

D Investment Partnerships Canada: promoting investment in Canada with the goal of 


increasing Canada’s market share for global foreign direct investment. 


° Technology Partnerships Canada: promoting the development and commercialization of 
innovative technologies. 


e The Task Force on Electronic Commerce and the Chief Information Officer: modernizing 
how business is conducted in the marketplace and ensuring that Industry Canada clients 
are able to conduct business with the department electronically. 


Industry Canada’s 1997-98 forecast expenditures are lower than those in 1996-97. This 
decrease is due to the one-time charge of $800 million for the Canada Foundation for Innovation 
to the 1996-97 fiscal year offset in part by funding for CANARIE and the Canada Infrastructure 
Works Program. 
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The government supports regional economic development by funding the Atlantic 
Canada Opportunities Agency, the Enterprise Cape Breton Corporation, the Economic 
Development Agency of Canada for the Regions of Quebec, Western Economic 
Diversification Canada and Industry Canada’s Federal Economic Development Initiative in 
Northern Ontario (FedNor) including the Community Futures Program for all Ontario regions 
($37.0 million in 1998-99, $31.3 million in 1997-98). 


The regional economic development agencies continue to work with other federal 
departments, other levels of government and partners in the private sector to help small and 
medium-sized businesses reach their potential to innovate, grow and create jobs in the new 
knowledge-based economy. Regional programming continues to shift away from direct business 
subsidies, which now mostly have to be repaid, to more active business support measures and 
community-based economic development that provide the right business environment. The 
regional agencies promote business start-ups, new technology, training for managers and 
exporters, and improved access to venture capital, marketing and business information. They are 
also responsible for the regional delivery of national economic development programs such as 
special adjustment initiatives to help businesses affected by floods and other disasters, and the 
closure or commercialization of federal facilities. 


The regional economic development budget for 1998—99 will total $1,088.7 million, a 
decrease of $15.8 million or roughly 1.4 per cent from planned spending levels for 1997-98. 
Spending increased in 1997-98 and will decrease in 1998-99 primarily to reflect the funding 
profile of Phase II of the Canada Infrastructure Works Program. 


The Business Development Bank of Canada supports entrepreneurship among 
Canadian small and medium-sized businesses by providing financial and management services. 
The net costs of the Management Services Division will be covered by the Bank’s net earnings 
and will no longer be supported by an appropriation. 


The mandate of the Canadian Space Agency is to promote the peaceful use and 
development of space, to advance the knowledge of space through science and to ensure that 
space science and technology provide social and economic benefits for Canadians. The Agency 
continues to increase private-sector involvement in all aspects of its programs as more than 
80 per cent of its funding is contracted out to Canadian industry and scientific organizations. 
Most of its current financial resources were allocated through the Long Term Space Plan I, 
approved by the government in 1994. These resources provide the means to implement specific 
programs that are limited in both scope and time. In 1998-99, the Agency’s funding will increase 
by $114.6 million (49.6 per cent), primarily to manufacture the Special Purpose Dextrous 
Manipulator in Canada, to implement the Advanced Satellite Communications program and to 
implement RADARSAT II as part of the Earth Observation Program. 


Planned spending levels for the Competition Tribunal and Copyright Board Canada 
remain relatively constant at $1.3 million and $0.8 million, respectively. The Competition 
Tribunal provides a court of record that hears and determines applications under Part VIII of the 
Competition Act. The Tribunal considers mergers, abuse of dominant positions and a number of 
other business practices that hurt competition. Copyright Board Canada sets royalties for both 
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copyright owners and users of copyright-protected works. It also issues non-exclusive licences 
authorizing the use of published works when the copyright owners cannot be located. 


National Research Council Canada (NRC) fosters research and development that helps 
maintain and enhance the socio-economic well-being, innovation and competitiveness of 
Canadian industry. It does this by supporting a broad range of national science and engineering 
activities. In addition, the NRC is adopting a more entrepreneurial approach to innovation, 
technology transfer and commercialization. New awards and incentives that recognize successful 
work with industry, training programs on commercialization issues, industrial secondments and 
support for commercializing NRC technologies are some of the ways that will assist NRC staff to 
become more entrepreneurial. 


The Council’s spending will increase by $15 million (3.0 per cent) in 1998-99 due 
mainly to the additional funding NRC will receive for the Industrial Research Assistance 
Program as announced in the 1998 budget. 


The government continues to support research in the natural sciences, engineering, and 
the social, human and medical sciences to help build a strong and innovative national economy, 
and to improve the quality of life of all Canadians. By funding university research of the highest 
quality, the three university granting councils — the Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council of Canada, the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of 
Canada and the Medical Research Council of Canada (highlighted in the Social Programs 
sector) — will help the government attain these goals. 


The Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council of Canada (NSERC) will 
focus on the support of basic university research and project research in partnership with the 
private and public sectors, and provide scholarships and fellowships for the advanced training of 
highly qualified people. Furthermore, as a result of NSERC’s budget increase, and in light of new 
and emerging needs, the Council will prioritize and select funding initiatives that advance its 
mission. The 1998 federal budget restored the Council’s funding to 1994—95 levels, increasing 
NSERC’s budget by $71 million and resulting in a net increase of $57.8 million (13.3 per cent) 
after adjustments related to the sunsetting of the Networks of Centres of Excellence Phase II 
funds and the implementation of Program Review reductions. 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council of Canada will focus its 
resources on programs central to its mandate. Furthermore, the Council will promote research 
collaboration, financial partnerships and improved dissemination of research results across all 
sectors of Canadian society. Its spending will increase by about $5.7 million (6.0 per cent) in 
1998-99 compared to 1997-98 mainly as a result of additional funding provided through the 
1998 budget. 


The Standards Council of Canada will receive $4.9 million in appropriations in 
1998-99. As a result of amendments to the Standards Council of Canada Act, which came into 
force in November 1996, the Council has been streamlined and its mandate expanded to include 
fields where voluntary standards have become more relevant. This expanded mandate includes 
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helping to negotiate internal and external trade agreements, and supporting sustainable 
development. 


Cape Breton Development Corporation (DEVCO) is an agent Crown corporation with 
the mission to become a profitable coal mining company. The Cape Breton Development 
Corporation produces both metallurgical and thermal grade coal at the Prince and Phalen 
collieries near Sydney, Nova Scotia. The decrease in payments to DEVCO of $18.7 million in 
1998-99 will be offset by increased operating income as a result of higher production, increased 
sales and operating efficiencies, and by a reduction in capital expenditures. 
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Transportation Programs 


The transportation programs include those administered by Transport Canada; those 
administered by several agencies, including the Canadian Transportation Agency, the 
Transportation Safety Board of Canada (which reports through the Privy Council Office) and 
the Civil Aviation Tribunal of Canada; and those administered by 16 Crown corporations, 
including VIA Rail Canada, Marine Atlantic Inc. and the St. Lawrence Seaway Authority. 
Table 2.6 breaks down program spending by department and agency.

The department and agencies in the transportation sector will spend about $1.2 billion in 
1998-99, some $1 billion less than in 1997-98 as a result of the implementation of Program 
Review and the various restructuring initiatives outlined below. 


Transport Canada develops policies and regulations for a safe and efficient 
transportation system. As a result of Program Review, the department is moving away from 
operating and subsidizing specific elements of the transportation infrastructure. It is now 
focusing on developing policy and legislation, and ensuring standards for safety and security. 
Transport Canada will continue to act as landlord in cases where commercialized assets remain 
federal property and, where necessary, to ensure reasonable service to Canada’s remote 
communities and to Canadians with disabilities. 


Transport Canada has commercialized some of its operations, reduced subsidies, changed 
levels of service and given users more Say in how services are provided. It also expects users to 
pay a greater share of the costs of those services they receive directly. This direction has 
fundamentally changed the transportation sector and has resulted in substantial reductions to 
Transport Canada. 
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Some of the more significant changes implemented by Transport Canada include: 


8 The transfer of the Air Navigation System to NAV CANADA, a private, not-for-profit 
corporation on November 1, 1996. In October 1998, the corporation will receive the final 
transition period payment from Transport Canada, after which it will be totally dependent 
on its own system of user charges. The first phase of user charges was implemented on 
March 1, 1998 and the government’s Air Transportation Tax on airline tickets will be 
gradually phased out as the user fees are introduced. This transfer will increase the 
system’s ability to respond to changing demands and new technologies and will reduce 
costs to taxpayers. 


a The transfer of 104 of the 149 airports, 11 of which are remote and may be kept by 
Transport Canada. Under the National Airports Policy, the department will continue to 
ensure that national standards for safety and security are maintained, but will shift 
responsibility for operating the airports to the communities they serve. As a result, 
airports are expected to operate more effectively and to be more responsive to local 
needs. As a result of these transfers, Transport Canada expects savings in excess of 
$100 million annually by the end of 1999-2000 when all transfers are expected to be 
completed. 


e The transfer or deproclamation of 311 of the over 500 harbours and ports. The divestiture 

-— of these ports and harbours is expected to generate annual savings of $40 million after 
2001-02. Under the National Marine Policy, a national ports system will be maintained 
by converting the major commercial ports to Canada Port Authorities. These Authorities 
will be made up of representatives appointed in consultation with port users and various 
levels of government. In addition, Transport Canada will transfer regional and local ports 
to provincial governments, municipal authorities, community organizations or other 
private interests. Locally owned and operated ports are expected to operate more 
effectively and to be more responsive to local needs. 


e A rationalization of services by Marine Atlantic Inc. in accordance with the National 
Marine Policy. The company has divested four of its five services and two subsidiary 
operations and has evolved into a three-vessel operation. It now provides services on only 
two routes: year-round constitutionally guaranteed ferry service between North Sydney, 
Nova Scotia and Port-aux-Basques, Newfoundland; and an alternative summer service 
between North Sydney, Nova Scotia and Argentia, Newfoundland. In addition, Transport 
Canada terminated the ferry service between Borden, Prince Edward Island and Cape 
Tormentine, New Brunswick as a result of the opening of the Confederation Bridge. 
These changes are expected to reduce payments to Marine Atlantic Inc. from 
$91.3 million in 1997-98 to $50.2 million in 1998-99. 


® Continued efforts to revise Transport Canada’s policies and streamline its legislation and 
regulations to ensure a viable, efficient and safe transportation system. 
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° Further implementation of new cost-recovery measures such as marine inspection fees for 
pollution prevention and increasing existing fees to achieve a better balance between 
operating costs and revenues and shift costs to those users who benefit directly. 


e Continued efforts to introduce efficiencies and reduce subsidies to Crown corporations. In 
particular, significant reductions have been achieved in the level of subsidies provided to 
VIA Rail for passenger services in Canada (from $330 million in 1992-93 to 
$216 million in 1997-98). A further reduction of $46 million in 1998—99 will result in an 
annual operating subsidy of $170 million, without reducing the level of service to the 
travelling public. 


e Signing a letter of intent in 1997-98 with a users group for the operation of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway system. Transport Canada is expected to transfer control to the 
users group in 1998-99, which should increase productivity and enhance the system’s 
competitiveness. The users group would establish a not-for-profit corporation that would 
operate the Seaway system. It is also examining opportunities for greater co-operation 
between Canada and the U.S. in administering and managing the Seaway. 


° Continued efforts to modernize marine pilotage under the National Marine Policy. In 
particular, pilotage services will remain as Crown corporations and will no longer have 
access to government funding for operating shortfalls. It is also expected that the setting 
of tariffs will be done in response to market conditions. Changes to the Pilotage Act are 
expected to improve the efficiency and financial stability of the Authorities. 


Pursuant to the Agreement to Transfer the Air Navigation System to NAV CANADA, 
Transport Canada’s figures for 1996-97, 1997-98 and 1998-99 reflect transitional statutory 
payments to NAV CANADA of $292 million in 1996-97, $682 million in 1997-98 and 
$216 million in 1998-99. No further transition period payments will be made as per the 
Agreement, as NAV CANADA’s full system of user fees will be effective by November 1, 1998. 


The 1997-98 expenditures also included a one-time grant of $348 million to the province 
of Newfoundland with respect to the responsibility for the provision of ferry services formerly 
provided by the federal government. In addition, the 1997-98 expenditures include $98 million 
to offset the effects on departmental revenues of amendments to the Greater Toronto Airport 
Authority lease. 


Transport Canada expects its 1999-2000 spending to decrease by a further $350 million. 


The Canadian Transportation Agency, as a quasi-judicial tribunal, issues licences to 
carriers who wish to enter the rail and air modes, resolves disputes over various transportation 
rate and service matters and removes undue obstacles to the mobility of persons with disabilities 
in the federally regulated transportation network. The 1997-98 expenditures included final 
adjustments of some $35 million to Canadian Transportation Agency statutory payments made to 
railway and transportation companies to compensate for the provision of uneconomic services 
(pursuant to provisions of the National Transportation Act, 1987 and the Railway Act). 
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The Transportation Safety Board of Canada, as an independent departmental 
corporation reporting to Parliament through the President of the Queen’s Privy Council, is 
concerned with the analysis of safety failures in the federally regulated elements of the marine, 
rail, pipeline and air transportation systems. Its primary objective is the advancement of 
transportation safety. 


The Civil Aviation Tribunal of Canada, as a quasi-judicial body, provides the aviation 
community with the opportunity to have enforcement and licensing decisions of the Minister of 
Transport reviewed by an independent body. 
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Justice and Legal Programs 


This sector covers the administration of justice and law enforcement and includes all 
components of the Department of Justice Canada and Solicitor General Canada, together 
with the Privy Council Office’s Security Intelligence Review Committee. Spending on justice 
and legal programs accounts for 3.4 per cent of the government’s program spending. 


The objectives of the programs in this sector are to protect the public and maintain a just, 
peaceful and safe society. Justice and legal programs include: 


e enforcing laws, preventing crimes and maintaining peace, order and security; 
* operating the federal correctional and parole systems; 
‘ making payments to the provinces and territories for programs such as criminal legal aid, 


juvenile justice services, child support and firearms control; 


. developing justice, corrections and policing policy; 

« administering the courts and reviewing complaints and grievances impartially; 

* providing legal services to the Government of Canada; and 

* collecting security and intelligence information as it relates to the security of Canada, 


which includes co-ordinating the government’s national counter-terrorism plan. 


Table 2.7 breaks down justice and legal program spending by department and agency. 
Overall, the chart shows an increase in total costs of the sector between 1996-97 and 1998-99. 
The change in total planned spending within the programs 1s primarily due to work on new 
measures to enhance the safety and well-being of Canadians, and increases in accommodation 
and operating costs within Correctional Service Canada.

! Funds available to the RCMP include not only the amounts shown above but also revenues that the RCMP will be 
authorized to spend under authorities set out in the proposed Appropriation Act. For 1998—99, these authorities are 


expected to revise total gross spending to $1.9 billion. 
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The Department of Justice Canada will spend approximately $637 million in 1998—99 
of which 23 per cent (or $148.1 million) will be used for the provision of legal services to the 
Government of Canada, which includes advisory, litigation and legislative services. Five per cent 
(or $31.4 million) will go towards administrative support and 72 per cent ($457.5 million) 
towards legal policy and programs that include two major contribution programs with the 
provinces. These programs are Criminal Legal Aid and Juvenile Justice Services under the Young 
Offenders Act, which account for $227 million of the department’s 1998—99 approved spending 
level. Legal policy and programs, and other grants and contributions, will account for 
$230.5 million of the department’s budget. 


The increase in the department’s approved spending from 1996-97 to 1998-99 | 
($154.1 million) relates mainly to new resources for implementing child support reforms and 
measures to enhance the safety and security of Canadians in their homes and communities. 


The department’s activities include: 


6 providing quality, timely and cost-effective legal services to the Government of Canada 
and its departments and agencies in compliance with the law and government policy; and 


° working with others towards a fair, effective, affordable and well functioning justice 
system that responds to public concerns about safety and security, meets the needs of a 
modern pluralistic society and reflects the values of Canadians. 


The Canadian Human Rights Commission ensures that the principles of equal 
opportunity and non-discrimination are honoured in areas of federal jurisdiction. The Human 
Rights Tribunal Panel ensures the enforcement and application of the Canadian Human Rights 
Act by conducting impartial public hearings. 


The Federal Court of Canada, Supreme Court of Canada and Tax Court of Canada 
are each supported by registries that administer their court proceedings. A separate organization, 
the Office of the Commissioner for Federal Judicial Affairs, provides administrative services 
to the federally appointed judiciary. The main component (about 98 per cent) of this agency’s 
budget is the cost of judges’ salaries, allowances and annuities. The Auditor General’s report, 
which examined the possibility of merging the Federal and Tax Courts and the consolidation of 
their administrative services, 1s currently under consideration. 


The Law Commission of Canada was established as of April 21, 1997. Its mandate, as 
an independent arm’s-length body, is to study and systematically review Canadian law, while 
considering Canadian common and civil law systems, and to provide advice to Parliament via the 
Minister of Justice. 


The Information and Privacy Commissioners are ombudspersons dealing, respectively, 
with rights of access to information and the federal government’s collection, retention, use and 
disclosure of personal information. 
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The Security Intelligence Review Committee provides external review of the way the 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS) performs its duties and functions. It also examines 
complaints by individuals and reports from ministers concerning security clearances, 
immigration, citizenship and other matters involving CSIS investigations. 


Solicitor General Canada is a small, policy-focused centre. Its primary role is to support 
the Solicitor General with strategic policy advice in the areas of corrections, parole, policing and 
national security. It also has continuing responsibility for First Nations policing. 


The Canadian Security Intelligence Service provides services in support of national 
security priorities. 


Correctional Service Canada, as part of the criminal justice system, and respecting the 
rule of law, helps protect society by encouraging and assisting offenders to become law-abiding 
citizens, while exercising reasonable, safe, secure and humane control. The change in approved 
spending levels for the Correctional Service in 1998-99 reflects increased accommodation and 
operating costs and a major focus on programs to assist in the safe and timely reintegration of 
offenders to society. The Correctional Service will, in conjunction with its criminal justice 
partners at all levels, explore viable alternatives to incarceration and opportunities to increase the 
use of community-based corrections. 


The National Parole Board makes decisions on the conditional release of federal 
offenders and offenders in provinces and territories without their own parole boards. This 
includes all provinces and territories less Quebec, Ontario, and British Columbia. It also makes 
decisions on pardon applications and makes recommendations related to the exercise of the 
Royal Prerogative of Mercy. 


The Office of the Correctional Investigator provides an ombudsperson for federal 
corrections. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) enforces laws, prevents crime and 
maintains peace, order and security. The RCMP will continue to provide national and contract 
policing services as well as furnish crucial support to key national initiatives such as the 
disruption of organized crime and firearms control. It plans to continue to realign expenditures 
along priorities and achieve savings through rationalizing and enhancing the efficiency of 
administrative and operational support activities, both in divisions and at national headquarters. 


The RCMP External Review Committee acts as an independent and neutral redress 
mechanism for RCMP members. 


The RCMP Public Complaints Commission provides members of the public with an 
independent body to address complaints regarding the conduct of members of the RCMP in the 
performance of their duties. 
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Parliament and the Governor General 


The planned spending requirements for the Office of the Secretary to the Governor 
General will increase by $0.7 million in 1998-99 to $11.7 million. This is due principally to a 
one-time investment in information technology. 


Parliamentary spending includes expenditures related to the Senate, the House of 
Commons and the Library of Parliament, which constitute the Parliamentary Precinct. The 
requirements of these entities are appropriated annually and are managed by each entity’s Board 
or Committee of Internal Economy. 


The financial requirements of the Senate will remain essentially stable at $44.7 million. 


The planned spending requirements of the House of Commons will increase marginally 
to $235.3 million in 1998-99. The increase in 1997—98 reflects, in part, one-time costs associated 
with the 1997 election and an increase in the House’s cost for members due to the addition of six 
new members, two new official parties, and other miscellaneous increases to members’ and 
parties’ budgets. The 1998-99 planned spending reflects the continuing impact of these changes, 
as well as increased funding for information technology improvements and contributions to 
employee benefit plans. | 


The requirements of the Library of Parliament will increase by $1.6 million to 
$19.0 million in 1998—99 largely due to necessary investments in information technology to 
make library services more efficient, and non-discretionary increases in personnel costs 
principally associated with employee benefits. 


Table 2.8 shows spending by Parliament and by the Office of the Secretary to the 
Governor General.

44 Chapter 2 


General Government Services 


General government services include central services provided by departments and 
agencies to support the internal operations of government. 


It also includes, under the Department of Finance Canada, transfer payments to the 
provinces and territories under the Federal-Provincial Transfer Payments Program. 


Among other payments under the Federal-Provincial Transfer Payments Program are 
fiscal equalization payments. These are unconditional payments to lower-income provinces that 
increase, to a specific program standard, their per capita revenue raising capacity. This allows 
these provinces to provide levels of public services comparable to those provided by other 
provinces, at about the same levels of taxation. Equalization payments are expected to decrease 
by approximately $300 million in 1998-99, to $8.5 billion, due to changes in provincial tax 
revenues and revised tax bases and population data. 


Payments to the governments of Yukon and the Northwest Territories have remained 
stable at $1.1 billion. These transfers are designed to enable the territories to provide the same 
range of services as the provincial governments.

Other major transfers include statutory subsidies, Youth Allowance Recovery payments and alternative payments for 


standing programs. With respect to 1996-97, this amount also includes fiscal stabilization and Public Utilities Income 


Tax Transfers (PUITTA). 
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The Public Service Commission of Canada is directly responsible to Parliament for 
ensuring that Public Service positions are staffed according to the merit principle. Its major 
activities include staffing, handling appeals and investigations related to personnel matters, and 
administering special programs related to staffing and employment equity. The Commission also 
delivers staff development and language training programs. Planned spending requirements of 
the Commission will decline by $4.2 million in 1998-99, to $103.3 million, due primarily to a 
net drop-off of funding for the Special Measures Initiatives Program (SMIP), which is currently 
under review, and reductions associated with previous government initiatives. 


The Department of Finance Canada advises the government on the national economic 
and financial situation and on matters related to fiscal policy, debt management and taxation. The 
department’s planned spending levels will increase by $13.6 million, to $117.6 million in 
1998-99, due largely to increased operating costs related to initiatives in tax, social and fiscal 
policy. 


The Office of the Auditor General of Canada, an agent of Parliament, conducts 
independent audits and examinations that provide advice and information to Parliament on the 
operations of the federal government. The requirements of the Office will remain essentially 
stable in 1998-99 at $51.0 million. 


The Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institutions Canada (OSFI) reports to 
Parliament through the Minister of Finance. The Office administers a supervisory framework for 
federally regulated financial institutions and pension plans. The planned spending level for this 
agency for 1998-99 will be $1.6 million, down from $1.8 million in 1997-98. The reduction is 
largely the result of a transfer of OSFI’s pension group to Revenue Canada. 


Statistics Canada provides statistical information and analysis on the economic and 
social structure of Canada for policy and program development and for the general benefit of all 
Canadians. It also promotes the quality, consistency and international comparability of Canada’s 
statistical system, in accordance with sound standards and practices. 


Statistics Canada’s approved spending levels in 1998-99 will be $316.8 million, a net 
increase of $16.5 million, or approximately 5.5 per cent, from approved spending levels for 
1997-98. The increase in funding relates to the project to improve provincial economic statistics, 
as well as to an increase in statistical compilation and analysis of key policy areas. This increase 
is net of a decrease in funding related to Program Review cuts. 
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Revenue Canada administers a variety of Acts including the Customs Act, the Customs 
Tariff, the Special Import Measures Act, the Excise Act, the Excise Tax Act, the Income Tax Act, 
Part I of the Canadian Pension Plan Act, and parts IV and VII of the Employment Insurance Act. 
The department collects duties and taxes; controls the movement of people, goods and 
conveyances entering or leaving Canada; and protects industry from unfair foreign competition. 
In addition, the department carries out administrative functions for other federal programs, such 
as collecting Canada Pension Plan contributions and Employment Insurance premiums, and 
paying benefits under the Children’s Special Allowance program. The department also collects 
income tax and administers various tax credit measures for most provinces. The department’s 
planned spending levels are $2,391 million, a marginal decrease of 2 per cent. 


The Privy Council Office supports the Prime Minister, other ministers in the Portfolio 
and the Cabinet decision-making system of government. Planned spending requirements of the 
Privy Council Office will decrease by $6.7 million to $73.4 million in 1998-99. The decrease is 
primarily due to a drop-off in spending on Commissions of Inquiry. 


The Canadian Centre for Management Development, an agent of Parliament, provides 
research and executive development to the federal Public Service and other jurisdictions. The 
planned spending requirements for the Centre will remain essentially stable at $14.2 million in 
1998-99. 


The Canadian Intergovernmental Conference Secretariat, an agency of the federal 
and provincial governments, provides support services to intergovernmental meetings of first 
ministers, ministers and deputy ministers. The planned spending level for the Secretariat for 
1998-99 are $3.1 million. 


The Office of the Chief Electoral Officer is an independent, non-partisan agency 
responsible for all program activities related to preparing and conducting federal electoral events 
and providing support to electoral boundaries commissions. The planned spending level for the 
Office will be $32.3 million in 1998-99 as contained in its Main Estimates tabled in Parliament 
for the fiscal year. These may be compared to total planned and forecast requirements for 
1997-98, including statutory expenditures, of $203.8 million. This difference relates primarily to 
the 1997 enumeration and General Election and the National Register of Electors. 


The Office of the Commissioner of Official Languages conducts investigations and 
special studies to ensure recognition of the status of the two official languages and respect for the 
spirit and intent of the Official Languages Act. Planned spending levels for the Office will 
decrease marginally in 1998-99, primarily due to previous reduction exercises. 


The Public Service Staff Relations Board is a small agency established to help settle 
differences among parties to the Public Service Staff Relations Act, the Parliamentary 
Employment and Staff Relations Act, and certain provisions of Part II of the Canada Labour 
Code concerning the safety and health of Public Service employees. Due to completion of the 
streamlining of operations prompted by Program Review, the requirements of the Board will 
decline by $0.1 million in 1998-99 to $5.5 million. 
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Public Works and Government Services Canada acts as a common service agency for 
the Government of Canada with a mandate to provide departments, boards and agencies of the 
federal government with services in support of their programs. These services include 
construction, maintenance and repair of public works and federal real property, provision of 
office accommodation and other facilities; provision of architectural and engineering advice and 
services; planning for and acquisition of supplies and services; and the planning and 
co-ordination of telecommunications services. The department’s authority extends to the 
administration of all federal real property not explicitly placed by legislation under the 
administration of another federal department, board or agency. The department also supports the 
Minister’s responsibilities as Receiver General, and provides administrative and other services in 
relation to benefits, superannuation and pension plans and disbursement of pay to federal 
employees. 


The department includes two special operating agencies, Consulting and Audit Canada 
and the Translation Bureau, which provide consulting and audit and translation services to 
departments and agencies on a fee-for-service basis. 


The net spending of Public Works and Government Services Canada will decrease by 
some $140 million in 1998-99, due mainly to: 


© Program Review measures resulting in increased efficiencies; 
® the privatization of the Canada Communications Group; and 
e the planned acquisition of the Louis St-Laurent Building in 1997-98. 


The department will refocus resources on priority areas while continuing to work with the 
private sector, other departments and levels of government to maximize the potential 
contribution of each sector to the taxpayers’ interest. 


Payment to the Canada Post Corporation offsets the costs of free services provided by 
the Corporation in support of public policy objectives, specifically parliamentary free mail and 
literature for the blind. 


The Treasury Board of Canada Secretariat provides advice on program expenditure 
proposals and on the policy framework governing the management of the government’s financial, 
human and materiel resources. More generally, it supports the decision-making process of the 
Treasury Board, a statutory committee of Cabinet that also serves as the employer of the Public 
Service. Its responsibilities come from the broad authority of the Financial Administration Act 
and a number of other Acts including the Public Service Staff Relations Act, the Public Service 
Employment Act, the Official Languages Act, the Real Property Act, the Access to Information 
Act and the Privacy Act. 
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In addition to its program costs, the Secretariat centrally funds: unforeseen requirements 
through the $450 million Government Contingencies Vote, pending reimbursement from 
supplementary funding approved by Parliament (the $450 million is included in the planned 
lapse); retraining for certain employees who either are, or will be, declared surplus; the 
employer’s contribution to employee insurance and benefit plans; and payments under certain 
residual pension plans. 


The Secretariat’s planned spending level will increase by some $55 million in 1998-99, 
to $1,105 million, excluding the Government Contingencies Vote. This growth is primarily due 
to increased costs for various employer-sponsored insurance plans and funding for the Youth 
Internship Program. 
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Foreign Affairs, International Trade and Assistance 


Spending on Foreign Affairs, International Trade and Assistance programs will amount to 
$3.76 billion in 1998-99. As set out in the government’s 1995 Foreign Policy Statement, Canada 
in the World, these programs promote prosperity and employment opportunities for Canadians 
through increased trade and commercial relations. They ensure the security of Canadians at home 
and abroad within a stable international environment and project Canadian values and culture in 
world affairs. These programs also help developing nations and countries in transition. The 
government pursues these objectives by: 1) conducting Canada’s international relations, 
promoting international trade and helping Canadians abroad; 2) administering Canada’s foreign 
aid program; and 3) providing commercial services through the Export Development Corporation 
(EDC). 


Reflecting this breadth of interests, Canada has diplomatic relations with virtually every 
country in the world. It is a member of the United Nations and its associated agencies, of NATO 
and of many other international organizations. Canada handles these relations through 
128 missions and 29 satellite offices in 106 countries. 


As Table 2.10 shows, the net overall decrease in 1998-99 planned spending over 
1997-98 forecast spending for Foreign Affairs, International Trade and Assistance is 
$159 million. This decrease is mainly due to government budgetary cuts. This amount could be 
further decreased by $60 million to $219 million if the allowance for non-budgetary Canada 
Account loans is not used (see paragraph below on EDC).

expensed in prior years, namely $333.6 million in 1996-97; $280 million in 1997-98; and $281.2 million in 1998-99. 
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In 1996, a review concluded that the Department of Foreign Affairs and International 


Trade has four basic roles, which flow from its legal mandate: 


developing and co-ordinating the government’s international policy; 
advocating Canadian interests and values overseas; 


providing services to Canadians (promoting trade and investment, securing and 
improving market access, providing consular assistance and passports); and 


supporting other government departments and agencies abroad (including provincial 
governments). 


These roles are carried out through the department’s newly defined business lines, whose 


objectives are derived from the key objectives of Canada’s foreign policy. The new business lines 
and their objectives are outlined below: 


a2 


International Business Development: to create jobs and prosperity in Canada by 
encouraging Canadian firms to take full advantage of international business opportunities 
and by helping investment and technology flow. 


Trade and Economic Policy: to create jobs and prosperity in Canada by effectively 
managing Canada’s trading relationship with the United States and by liberalizing trade 
and capital flows around the world, based on clear and equitable rules. 


International Security and Co-operation: to build a peaceful, law-based international 
system reflecting Canadian values in which Canada is secure from threats from abroad. 


Assistance to Canadians Abroad: to help individual Canadians travelling or living 
abroad who need official assistance. 


Public Diplomacy: to build interest and confidence in Canada abroad, as well as an 
international public environment favourable to Canada’s political and economic interests 
and Canadian values. 


Corporate Services: to deliver cost-effective support services that enable the department 
to achieve its mission and objectives. 


Services to Other Government Departments: to deliver cost-effective support services 
that enable other government departments to deliver their programs abroad. 


Passport Services: to provide internationally respected travel documents to Canadian 
citizens and other eligible residents of Canada. 
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The difference of $188.5 million between the 1997-98 forecast spending and the 
1998-99 planned spending can be explained by the impact of previous budget reductions and the 
fact that numbers for 1997-98 include additional funding for contributions to provinces to 
transfer revenues from softwood lumber export fees; acquisition and construction of diplomatic 
properties overseas; and the Asia-Pacific Co-operation Summit in Vancouver. 


International Assistance spending of $2.0 billion in 1998—99 is distributed between 
Official Development Assistance ($1.91 billion) and assistance to the countries in transition in 
Central and Eastern Europe ($92 million). Distribution of the International Assistance Envelope 
is based on planned budgetary cash disbursements. 


The Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) delivers approximately 
80 per cent of Canada’s Official Development Assistance (ODA) program. The ODA program 
supports sustainable development in developing countries. The program’s objectives are to 
reduce poverty and contribute to a more secure, equitable and prosperous world. To meet these 
objectives, CIDA concentrates on six program priorities: basic human needs; women in 
development; infrastructure services; human rights, democracy and good governance; 
private-sector development; and the environment. These priorities and their related programming 
are described in greater detail in CIDA’s Report on Plans and Priorities. 


The CIDA program consists of the following business or activity lines: 


& Geographic, where development initiatives are conducted on a country-to-country basis 
through direct relationships with the governments of recipient countries, and delivered 
through governmental and non-governmental organizations (NGOs) from Canada and 
abroad; 


& Multilateral, where CIDA deals with international organizations and institutions, such as - 
United Nations agencies and development banks; 


° Canadian Partnership, which promotes partnerships between Canadian and developing 
country organizations, such as private-sector entities and NGOs; 


« Countries in Transition, which supports democratic development and economic 
liberalization in Central and Eastern Europe, the transition to market-based economies, 
increased Canadian trade and investment links with the region, and enhanced nuclear 


safety; 
° Policy, which develops policies, expert advice and strategic plans for CIDA; 
° Communications, which improves public awareness of, and support for, the work of 


CIDA and its development partners; and 


e Corporate Services, which provides corporate management, personnel and support 
Services. 
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In the 1998 budget, CIDA was provided with an additional $90 million in 1997-98 and 
$50 million in 1998—99 for international assistance programming. With these changes, planned 
spending will decrease by some $130 million primarily due to adjustments in funding to the 
Geographic, Multilateral and Canadian Partnership activities. 


The Department of Finance Canada makes contributions to the International 
Development Agency (IDA) and to the Enhanced Structural Adjustment Facility (ESAF). The 
payments are included as part of the International Assistance Envelope (IAE). The Department of 
Finance also provides international assistance through payments of Canada’s subscriptions and 
obligations to various international financial institutions, such as the International Monetary 
Fund and the World Bank. It also funds all grants and contributions under multilateral 
agreements for reducing official bilateral debt. These multilateral agreements are concluded in 
the Paris Club. The grants and contributions are reported as part of the Official Development 
Assistance, but provided outside of the International Assistance Envelope. 


Several Crown corporations and agencies are involved in developing and supporting 
international trade and international development. 


The Canadian International Trade Tribunal investigates matters affecting Canada’s 
commerce and international trade. It also hears taxpayers’ appeals on customs and excise tax 
assessments, including appeals under the Customs Act as a result of the Tribunal’s new 
jurisdiction under the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). 


The NAFTA Secretariat, Canadian Section provides legal, professional and 
administrative support to dispute settlement procedures established under NAFTA. It maintains a 
court-like registry system for dispute resolution proceedings. Canada will spend $2.2 million in 
support of the Secretariat’s activities in 1998-99 up by $500,000 from 1997-98 spending levels. 


The Export Development Corporation provides a wide range of financial services to 
exporters including credit insurance, financing services, bonding services and foreign investment 
insurance. The Corporation also administers the Canada Account on behalf of the government. 
The approved budget for 1998-99 of $130 million includes a $60 million allowance in 
provisions for non-budgetary Canada Account loans. This amount, if not used against a 
provision, will lapse. 


The International Development Research Centre (IDRC) initiates, encourages, 
supports, and conducts research into the problems of the developing regions of the world and into 
the means of applying knowledge of those regions. The parliamentary grant to IDRC for 1998-99 
will be $86.1 million, down $2.0 million from 1997-98 spending levels. 
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The International Joint Commission of Canada and the United States approves 
applications for certain uses and diversions of waters along the border between the two countries. 
The Commission also examines and reports on resource and environmental issues referred to it 
by the governments. Canada will spend $7.5 million supporting the Commission’s Activities in 
1998-99, an increase of $2.3 million from 1997-98. The increase is due to additional funding 
provided to carry out a study on flooding in the Red River basin. 


The Canadian Commercial Corporation (CCC) provides an effective, responsive 
government-to-government export contracting services to the private and public sectors in 
Canada, and provides contract management services to foreign governmental and international 
organizations. CCC will spend $10.4 million in 1998-99, compared with $10.7 million in 
1997-98. 
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Defence 


National Defence (ND) and the Canadian Forces defend Canada and Canadian 
interests and values while contributing to international peace and security. Capable armed forces 
remain an essential component of national and multilateral responses to possible challenges to 
sovereignty and to transgressions of international law and order. These forces fulfil our 
commitments to the international community. Canada’s defence policy calls for multi-purpose, 
combat-capable armed forces able to carry out joint and combined sea, land and air operations. 
That means forces that can: 


a“ defend Canada by protecting the country’s national territory and areas of jurisdiction, 
helping civil authorities protect and sustain the national interest, and by assisting in 
national emergencies; 


e defend North America by protecting Canadian approaches to the continent in 
partnership with the United States, by promoting Arctic security and by pursuing 
opportunities for defence co-operation with the United States in other areas; 


° contribute to international security by participating in a full range of multilateral 
operations through the United Nations, NATO, other regional organizations and 
coalitions of other like-minded countries; by supporting humanitarian relief efforts and 
restoring conflict-devastated areas; and by participating in arms control and other 
confidence-building measures; and 


8 foster emergency preparedness by contributing to and ensuring an adequate and 
reasonably uniform level of emergency preparedness throughout Canada. 


The department is renewing and re-engineering its processes, largely in response to 
budget reductions. Table 2.11 shows projected spending levels for the department. The new 
processes will improve the department’s ability to concentrate more of its resources on delivering 
effective and well-equipped combat-capable armed forces. 


Focusing more resources on operational forces has meant reducing administrative 
overhead. The 1994 Defence White Paper directed ND to reduce the resources devoted to 
command and control by at least one third, a target increased internally to almost 50 per cent. The 
department has reduced the cost of support services, downsized and reduced the number of 
headquarters, rationalized infrastructure, and improved technology and management practices. 


To maximize the resources available for operational forces, the department will use its 
existing resources effectively and prudently, and strive for efficiencies in all areas. This means 
finding the most cost-effective way of conducting non-core activities.

The 1998-99 planned spending for National Defence is $9.4 billion, which will be broken 
down as follows: 


e 49 per cent is allocated for personnel costs, including wages, salaries and benefits for 
61,000 military and 20,417 civilian personnel. Military personnel levels have been 
reduced by 7 per cent from the levels forecast for 1997-98. Civilian personnel levels are 
near the target of 20,000 set out in the 1994 Defence White Paper.

Changes in Expenditure Plans and Outcomes Since the 1996 Budget 


The government sets out its expenditure plans in the annual budget presented by the 
Minister of Finance. As is the case with any enterprise, the government will adjust its plans to 
deal with actual or emerging issues as well as other changes in the environment in which it 
operates. Major changes to forward expenditure plans are presented in each budget. Other 
changes may be made between budgets within the discipline provided by the fiscal framework 
set by the most recent budget. 


This Annex identifies the impact of planning changes made since the 1996 budget on 
each of the three fiscal years covered by this document and demonstrates how the government 
has managed these changes within the overall fiscal targets it has established. Although a number 
of different starting points could have been used for these comparisons, the 1996 budget was 
selected as it represents the final set of decisions coming out of Program Review. 


Table C-1 summarizes the changes that have occurred since the time of the 1996 budget 
over the three-year period 1996-97 to 1998-99. The first panel in this table shows program 
spending as it was projected in the 1996 budget. The second panel shows actual results and 
current projections as set out in the 1998 budget. The third panel identifies the differences 
between the two sets of projections. 


The major statutory components of program spending are essentially formula driven with 
actual expenditures dependent on economic and demographic variables that are specified in 
legislation. In the absence of any policy decision to amend these legislated formulae, any change 
in statutory spending forecasts results only from revised assumptions regarding the variables that 
underpin the legislation and not from any government decision to change the level of 
entitlements. For example, the decline in EI payments since 1996 is due to improvements in the 
job market as well as the lagged effects of earlier structural reforms to the EI program. The 
changes made to the Canada Health and Social Transfer (CHST) program are the only policy 
changes made to major statutory programs since the 1996 budget. 


Table C-2 provides further detail on the changes that have taken place in direct program 
spending. There are two principal factors underlying these changes. The first results from new 
spending measures announced in the two budgets that have been tabled since 1996. And the 
second results from timing changes in the multi-year profile of planned spending on projects (i.e. 
where there is no overall cost increase, but there has been a change in the expected timing of 
cash flow).

The Public Service Commission (PSC) is an independent agency responsible for ensuring 
that the people of Canada are served by a highly competent and qualified Public Service 
that is nonpartisan and representative of Canadian society. 


The PSC recognizes that it has an obligation to help make human resource management 
more effective and efficient. So, in support of good government, the PSC is streamlining 
the way the federal government conducts staffing activities. This means that managers in 
departments will have more responsibility and ability to deliver on their departmental 
business plans. Under staffing reform, the PSC will move to more of an oversight role 
and further away from individual human resource transactions. 


Following extensive consultation with stakeholders, the PSC has identified ways of 
providing more flexibilities to departments and agencies while safeguarding the 
fundamental principles and values that have guided its work since its inception. With 
staffing reform, the PSC is inviting departments to take on some duties it previously 
exercised itself, including: internal staffing between entry and EX levels; promotions of 
employees in the context of apprenticeship and occupational training programs; casual 
employment; area of selection for appointments, except at the EX level; joint 
development of a departmental staffing framework with the PSC and employee 
representatives; and alternate dispute resolution mechanisms to reduce the need for 
formal recourse. As the agent ultimately accountable for the appointment of qualified 
persons to and within the Public Service, the PSC will oversee the staffing process and 
act as an advisor and as a centre of expertise for departments. 


The renewal of the Public Service and the commitment of the PSC to carry forward 
specific human resource changes under the La Reléve strategy will continue to be a 
priority in the PSC agenda. The PSC is focusing on understanding and supporting the 
process of change inspired by advances in technology, workplace realities, globalization, 
and public sector reform. It continues to be a strategic partner in the development and 
implementation of La Reléve. It does this through activities which it carries out in its own 
right or for the system as a whole or which, together with the activities of departments 
and central agencies, contribute to public service renewal. 


All key plans and strategies presented in this report reflect the PSC’s efforts to change 
fundamentally the way it does business, to reflect the Public Service’s changing role and 
to provide value-added services in people management. As a partner in human resource

management, the Public Service Commission is pursuing ways to manage the 
interdependence of corporate staffing activities, such as executive staffing and outside 
recruitment. It fully recognizes that modern human resource management means new 
people-centred management approaches. At the same time, in order to foster an effective 
and efficient Public Service, it is important to consider the strategic and operational 
interests in human resource processes, shared by such players as deputy ministers, the 
Treasury Board Secretariat, the Privy Council Office, the Canadian Centre for 
Management Development and the Public Service Commission. 


With offices across the country providing a strong regional presence, the PSC is uniquely 
positioned, within its mandate, to play an active role in modern partnerships and new 
relationships among the various federal departments, as well as among different levels of 
government. The PSC acts as a leader in renewed human resource management by 
realigning its activities, systems and practices, building a work environment conducive to 
mobility, continuous learning and the welfare of its human capital, and by optimizing its 
performance. The PSC will continue to work collaboratively with stakeholders in 
modernizing human resource management. Yet, it will remain accountable to Parliament 
for the legislation entrusted to it and will continue to ensure a highly competent, 
nonpartisan, representative Public Service.

Mandate 


The Public Service Commission of Canada is an independent agency responsible for 
safeguarding the values of a professional Public Service: competence, nonpartisanship, 
representativeness. It does this in the public interest as part of Canada’s governance 
system. It does this by administering the Public Service Employment Act (PSEA) and a 
merit-based staffing system and, inter alia, being responsible for the appointment of 
qualified persons to and within the Public Service; for providing recourse and review in 
matters under the PSEA; for delivering training and development programs; and for 
carrying out other responsibilities as provided for in the PSEA and the Employment 
Equity Act (EEA). 


Mission 


The mission of the PSC is, through its statutory authorities, to: 


° maintain and preserve a highly competent and qualified Public Service in which 
appointments are based on merit and 
° ensure that the Public Service is nonpartisan and its members are representative of 


Canadian society. 
The PSC is an active partner in developing the broad framework for human resource 
management and ensuring the health of the federal human resources system, within the 
scope of its mandate. 


Values 


The values promoted by the PSC are the following: 


° integrity in our actions; 

° quality in our activities; 

° service to our clients; and 

° respect for all: clients, co-workers, stakeholders and Canadians. 
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Responsibilities 
Exclusive Responsibilities 


In the fulfilment of its mission and mandate as an independent agency, the Public Service 
Commission is generally responsible for the administration of the Public Service 
Employment Act in the federal Public Service. The Public Service Employment Act 
governs staffing and a number of other employment matters in the federal Public Service, 
and gives the Public Service Commission exclusive authority to make appointments in all 
government departments and agencies that do not have separate staffing authority under 
specific legislation. The Public Service Commission’s exclusive responsibilities pursuant 
to the Public Service Employment Act include: 


° making appointments to and within the Public Service according to merit; 

° developing and administering processes, as well as establishing standards for 
selection and assessment with respect to appointments in the Public Service; 

° operating an appeals system for appointments and a recourse process for 
deployments; 

* auditing and monitoring staffing activities; 

. conducting investigations into allegations of irregularities or inequities in staffing; 

° administering sections 32, 33 and 34 of the Public Service Employment Act, 
which pertain to the political rights of public servants; 

. making exclusions from the operation of the Public Service Employment Act or parts 
thereof with the approval of the Governor-in-Council; 

° making regulations governing matters under the Public Service Employment Act, 

° reporting to the Governor-in-Council on matters relating to the application of the 
Public Service Employment Act; and 

- reporting to Parliament on an annual basis. 


The jurisdictional powers of the Public Service Commission rest with its three 
Commissioners, one of whom is the President and Chief Executive Officer. Appointed by 
the Governor-in-Council for a 10-year term, the Commissioners have the status of deputy 
head. Together, they ensure fulfilment of all the Commission’s objectives and 
responsibilities under the Public Service Employment Act. 


The Public Service Employment Act enables the PSC to delegate its exclusive authority to 
make appointments to departments and agencies. Through staffing delegation and 
accountability agreements, the Public Service Commission entrusts departments and 
agencies with a major role and responsibility in selection and appointment. Departments 
and agencies, acting under the authority delegated to them by the PSC, are accountable to 
the Public Service Commission. 


Public Service Commission of Canada 


Non-Exclusive Responsibilities 


The Public Service Commission is responsible for certain functions that are not exclusively 
in its domain. Some activities are carried out under delegation of authority from the Treasury 
Board of Canada. These include: 


° middle management, supervisory and specialty training; 

° language training; 

° developmental courses and programs; 

° audits of certain personnel management functions; 

° investigation of harassment complaints in the workplace; 

° specific activities in the fields of human resource planning, career development and 
counselling for the executive group and participation of under-represented groups; 
and 

° administration of special measures and employment equity programs. 


The Public Service Employment Act also provides the Public Service Commission with the 
discretion to approve employment equity programs at the request of the Treasury Board or 
a deputy head, and to carry out its own activities, including the implementation of programs, 
in a manner to further employment equity in the Public Service. Since October 1996, the 
Employment Equity Act has applied to the Public Service. The Commission shares 
responsibilities under the Act with the Treasury Board because of the Commission’s 
authority over staffing in the Public Service. 


These obligations under the Act include: 


° identifying and eliminating employment barriers against persons in designated 
groups; 
° instituting policies and practices and making reasonable accommodations which will 


ensure that persons in designated groups achieve a degree of representation in the 
workforce that reflects their representation in the Canadian workforce; 


° collecting information and conducting a workforce analysis to identify under- 
representation of designated groups; 

° conducting a review of employment systems, policies and practices to identify 
barriers against the employment of persons in designated groups; 

° preparing an employment equity plan and monitoring its implementation; and 

° establishing and maintaining records in all of these matters. 


Under the Employment Equity Act, the Canadian Human Rights Commission may not give 
a direction, and no tribunal may make an order that sets aside the application of merit or that 
requires the PSC to exercise its discretion regarding exclusion orders and regulations. 
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The corporate-level strategic objectives of the PSC are, within its legislative mandate, to 
assist in providing Canadians with: 


. a highly competent, nonpartisan, professional Public Service appointed on the 
basis of merit; 

. a representative Public Service workforce; 

° a Public Service which understands and is able to apply democratic, ethical and 
professional values; 

» a Public Service which builds on its competencies through development and 
continuous learning; 

. the recognition and sustaining of a nonpartisan Public Service as a cornerstone of 
the governance system; and 

. a PSC which is an independent champion and steward of the principles of a 


professional Public Service, in the public interest.

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Factors Influencing the Program 


Canadians want good government and they know that organizations around the world 
have vastly improved their effectiveness by fostering a more results- and service-oriented 
corporate culture. The profound changes that continue to take place within the Public 
Service and the public sector, resulting from the changing role of government and the 
search for more collaborative means of governing, have accelerated the need to 
modernize the management of human resources. To get results, managers should be 
empowered to manage, and then held responsible for their decisions and actions. The 
PSC has already begun to address this challenge by laying the foundation of a new 
direction, contributing extensively towards effective and efficient human resource 
management in the federal Public Service. 


The federal government is creating the environment and the opportunity for all public 
servants to contribute to a better Public Service, through initiatives such as La Reléve. 
The renewal of the Public Service and the commitment of the Commission to carry 
forward specific human resource changes consistent with the La Reléve strategy will 
largely shape the Commission's change agenda over the next three years. The 
Commission is dedicated to meeting its La Reléve commitments. Of the commitments 
approved by the Commission, an important one addresses the reform of the staffing 
system. Others relate to corporate development, recruitment, learning, recourse and 
employment equity and diversity. 


Recognizing the importance of human resource management and the need to modernize 
the existing resourcing system, the PSC commissioned a broad-based study with its 
stakeholders in 1996 entitled the Consultative Review of Staffing. The general directions 
outlined in the report were supported by the Commission and provided drivers for the 
PSC repositioning and for launching an important staffing reform. This reform will 
streamline the staffing process and delegate additional authority to departments and 
agencies in support of their business requirements, where it is in the best interests of the 
Public Service. This reform will allow the government to better serve Canadians. Under 
this new approach, departments will be able to develop their own staffing regimes in 
collaboration with employee representatives and will be responsible for results. The PSC 
will become more of a facilitator, assisting departments in carrying out their enhanced 
role. Under this initiative, the PSC may develop new and better services for departments 
and other clients while its raison d'étre and accountability to Parliament remain intact. 
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The PSC will continue to protect the integrity of the staffing system and its underlying 
principles. Indeed, merit will remain the cornerstone of the Public Service staffing 
process. Staffing reform, coupled with the upcoming classification reform and increased 
interest in integrated competency-driven human resource management systems, will 
contribute to a productive and stimulating environment for all Public Service employees. 


As the PSC delegates more responsibility, it will also do more to define expectations, 
monitor outcomes, and provide support. In the spirit of reform, it will offer and provide 
assistance to departments in developing their accountability frameworks, self-assessment 
tools and risk analyses. The PSC will assist departments to respond to needs for 
continuous learning. It will propose alternative approaches to dispute resolution and 
prepare for the introduction of the Universal Classification Standard, while departments 
assess additional applications for competency-driven human resource management. The 
PSC will also do more analysis of broad environmental influences to oversee system- 
wide results. It will remain active in achieving a representative Public Service by 
pursuing recruitment of designated groups into the workforce. 


The broader labour relations climate will be a major factor in the success of new staffing 
regimes. Although the PSC will continue to work directly with national employee 
representatives, departments will need to work with these groups to design new staffing 
regimes that are linked to departmental business plans. The goal of the PSC is that new 
processes be developed for the resolution of as many disputes as possible before they are 
lodged in expensive, formal quasi-judicial arenas. 


A key challenge for the PSC will be to support the government in meeting society’s 
expectations for a more collaborative government and greater partnership between levels 
of government and the private and non-profit sectors. This will require strong 
communications with partners, clients and citizens. The PSC will pursue its internal 
communication strategy to ensure a consistent message and a service-oriented approach 
by its employees. 


Strategic Direction 


The Public Service Commission is a key player in the human resource management of the 
federal Public Service. Over the next three years, the PSC’s strategic direction in support 
of its mission is to : 


. realign the Public Service staffing system in conjunction with departments, 
employees and their representatives, in response to new responsibilities, new 
flexibilities and processes, improved system-wide performance, results-based 
management and the introduction of the Universal Classification Standard; 

° deliver innovative programs and services that address the government’s human 
resource challenges of renewal, recruitment, mobility and representativeness; 
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‘ report and share data and knowledge on aspects of the Public Service that the PSC 
monitors and analyzes to aid parliamentary accountability; 


. promote alternate dispute resolution mechanisms; 

° promote and deliver specialized training, development and continuous learning to 
improve the competencies of public servants; and 

° implement and share progressive human resource management practices.

Objective 
The objective of the Resourcing business line is to work with Public Service Departments 


and Agencies to ensure a resourcing system which provides a highly competent Public 
Service, that is nonpartisan and representative of Canadian society. 
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Description 


The Resourcing business line encompasses activities in support of delegated and non- 
delegated staffing. These activities are program development, administration of staffing 
delegation, establishment of tests and standards for selection, administration of staffing 
priorities, recruitment and promotion, and diversity and employment equity initiatives. 
The business line also includes resourcing, exchanges and development programs for the 
Executive Group. 


In addition, the business line is responsible for the delivery of the employment equity 
initiatives and corporate development programs on behalf of Treasury Board. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


Staffing Reform 


Staffing reform is a further step by the PSC to help make human resource management 
more effective and efficient. The PSC is streamlining the way the federal Public Service 
conducts staffing activities. Managers in departments and agencies will have more 
responsibility to deliver on their departmental business plans. 


This reform has five building blocks: 


. a values framework, based on the PSC’s legislative mandate; 


° a new delegation framework, that will enable departments, in consultation with 
employee representatives, to customize and adapt staffing processes and practices 
to local needs; 


° a strengthened requirement for consultations with employee representatives; 
° mechanisms to encourage informal and less adversarial dispute resolution; and 
. means for reporting and accountability. 


The PSC has begun to address all areas of the staffing reform. Over the next two years, it 
will work with departments and employee representatives to maximize the flexibility and 
efficiency of the staffing system within the current legislation. As a first step, the PSC 
ensured that all departments were aware of existing flexibilities. Then, the reform was 
launched with four departments representing various business lines and organizational 
structures. It will be expanded to all departments and agencies, resulting in agreements 
for delegation, accountability and reporting, as well as customized regulations in some 
cases. It will be a key lever to a streamlined, simplified and strategic human resource 
management system. The PSC will also provide strategic advice to departments and 
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agencies on recruitment strategies and their implementation. 
Corporate Development Programs 


The improved corporate management of senior executives and of the development of high 
potential employees to ensure the future leadership in the Public Service is an important 
aspect of La Reléve. Within the Executive Group, two programs were initiated in 1997: 
the Assistant Deputy Ministers Pre-Qualification Process and the Accelerated Executive 
Development Program. Both were very well received by Public Service executives. These 
programs will be refined and offered on a regular basis. A new program on the collective 
management of Assistant Deputy Ministers will be introduced in 1998. 


The Career Assignment Program (CAP), an existing development program, is being 
redesigned to provide better support to existing executives, and to encourage the entry of 
qualified and interested employees into the Executive Group. The revised program will 
be ready in the fiscal year 1998-99. The Management Trainee Program (MTP) will also 
be affected by renewed recruitment practices and an adjusted duration. From entry level 
to the most senior levels, development programs are always based on competency and are 
designed to ensure an adequate pool of leaders for tomorrow's Public Service. 


To bring a diverse experience to the Public Service, consultations will continue to take 
place with other levels of government and universities. Where practical, memoranda of 
understanding will be signed between the federal government and other jurisdictions in 
Canada. 


Recruitment 


The PSC will remain actively involved in entry-level recruitment to ensure a nonpartisan 
and competent Public Service and in response to the renewal needs of departments. 
Continuing the 1997 initiative, Matching People with Work, the recruitment process is 
being redesigned to give departments direct access to job applicants through the Internet. 
This approach should be fully implemented for the Post-Secondary Recruitment Program 
in 1998. Internet technology has been applied to general recruitment for quite some time; 
it was incorporated in the Federal Student Work Experience Program in 1997 by allowing 
students to apply online. Full implementation of the Matching People with Work 
initiative will be phased in for all recruitment programs over the next few years. Support 
will continue to be provided for those without Internet access. 


Study of the recruitment needs of departments and of specific communities, such as the 
informatics community, will continue through 1998. The PSC has responded to the Year 
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2000 issue and initiated an extensive recruitment effort for information management / 
information technology specialists, and is actively preparing to respond to other 
communities. An improved marketing approach, the use of technology for student 
recruitment and targeted recruitment for shortage areas will all promote among Canadians 
a positive perception of the Public Service as an employer of choice. 


Expected Results 


The expected results for the Resourcing business line are: 


« a more flexible resourcing system based on values, rather than rules; 

° greater delegation of staffing authority to departments and agencies; 

* effective use of existing flexibilities; 

: better matching of individuals’ competencies with departmental needs; 

improved mechanisms to facilitate the acquisition of diverse experience; 

5 improved and aligned corporate development programs to ensure an adequate 
pool of leadership talent; 

° a recruitment approach that meets the current and anticipated needs of the Public 
Service using appropriate processes, programs and tools; and 

. a sound marketing approach to ensure the Public Service’s place as an employer 
of choice.

The objectives of the Learning business line are to improve the professional competence 
of federal public servants and to enable them to meet the language proficiency 
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requirements of those positions for which they have been selected or those to which they 
aspire. 


Description 


The Learning business line is composed of two main activities: language training and 
professional development for non-executives. 


Language Training assesses the potential for success of employees who are eligible for 
language training; provides mandatory and discretionary language training in both official 
languages and related orientation, and language training services. It provides for the 
development and design of second-language courses and tools to meet the job-related 
linguistic requirements of departments and a range of advisory, informational and co- 
ordinating services related to language training. 


The PSC provides a range of learning products and services to key communities such as 
policy analysts, middle-management and supervisors, human resource specialists, 
comptrollership, communications analysts and others. The emphasis is on corporate 
learning messages (such as the machinery of government and values and ethics) and on 
products unique to government learning, not on work specific training which is the 
responsibility of departments. The PSC provides training services in both official 
languages to federal public servants across Canada in response to Treasury Board policies 
and departmental demands. 


As the PSC repositions, its focus on learning will shift to a more strategic use of 
resources and concentrating on the design and development of new learning products and 
services, which respond to the strategic directions of the Treasury Board Senior Advisory 
Committee, and a second order governance structure, the Learning Advisory Panels 
(LAP) for each strategic professional community. 


Key Plans and Strategies 
Focus on Communities of Strategic Importance to Public Service Renewal 


With the arrival of the knowledge era, the shift from traditional, time-limited training to 
continuous learning is critical to the health of organizations. This shift represents a 
fundamental change in the way organizations think about and practice training and 
development. Continuous learning is often shaped by learning through doing, while skills 
training moves towards acquiring competencies. Learning providers become facilitators, 
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providing support to organizations and individuals so that they may assume responsibility 
for their own learning. A learning organization is one in which people at all levels, 
individually and collectively, are continually increasing their capacity to produce results 
that matter. 


In support of the renewal agenda, learning challenges have been identified through a 
review of existing information collected in consultations with the public service 
community, documents and an historic analysis of trends. The success of the corporate 
renewal agenda lies, in part, in the quality of our learning solutions and in the learning 
agility of the Public Service as it embarks on reinventing governance. 


Consultations have identified the need for horizontal learning across professional 
communities, developing networks, sharing information, and for learning by doing to find 
solutions to system-wide issues and challenges. The PSC must focus on high-level 
corporate learning initiatives that support the needs of the renewal agenda. 


In this context, the PSC has established Learning Advisory Panels (LAP) for five 
strategic communities in the renewal of the Public Service: middle management, 
comptrollership, human resources, communications and policy. The panels will engage 
leaders in shaping and overseeing the deployment of the corporate learning agenda for 
public servants below the executive level to support a renewal of the workforce. The 
panel concept brings a new way of communicating with clients about learning needs, and 
elevates decision-making to a more strategic level. Each of these Learning Advisory 
Panels has comprehensive workplans that specify corporate competency profiles, 
identifies competency gaps and determines what corporate action may be required and 
how it should be undertaken. 


For example, a three-pronged workplan for the LAP on middle management has been 
developed following extensive consultations and is being proposed to LAP members. The 
plan focuses on the person, the community, the tools and the enablers. Several aspects of 
the workplan are underway, including: 


“ a corporate competency profile reflecting a broad consensus; 

: a learning framework developed in consultation with the Canadian Centre for 
Management Development; 

. a communication and outreach strategy; 

. a study on best corporate practices in Canada and abroad; 

“ an electronic forum on the Learning Resource Network; and 

“ a workshop for engaging middle managers in La Reléve and other corporate 
initiatives. 
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Improve Access to Learning Opportunities 


Lifelong learning promotes access to knowledge, improves career prospects of public 
servants and opens up new opportunities offered by technology. The Learning Resource 
Network is an Internet tool that supports workforce renewal objectives by providing 
learning opportunities that are pertinent to the Public Service and that enable public 
servants across the country to participate in continuous learning. The Learning Resource 
Network is being expanded. It provides learning resources that have been developed by or 
residing in departments including the Public Service Commission, as well as external 
resources and opportunities for interaction. 


Language Training 


Language Training Canada is currently adjusting its course delivery activities to take into 
account the fluctuating demand for language training. Programs such as La Reléve and 
the Management Trainee Program (MTP), as well as changes to the official languages 
policy for the Executive Group, can be expected to build up the client base and help 
maintain it at its current level over the next few years. 


With a view to complementing the traditional course delivery method (based on the 
instructor-run classroom), adopting continuous learning practices and rationalizing the 
activities and services provided, Language Training Canada will continue to give priority 
to developing independent study products and services. In addition, a distance-teaching 
project using video-conferencing is currently underway with senior executives, providing 
access to training from the workplace, thereby minimizing work interruptions and time 
waste. This project and parallel research being undertaken will enable Language Training 
Canada to position itself strategically in the field of distance education. 


Expected Results 


The expected results for the Learning business line are: 


° improved corporate-level horizontal management of learning; 

° learning products, programs and services that incorporate the values and practices 
of a professional Public Service; 

° learning products that are current and support the needs of strategic communities 
identified in the Public Service renewal agenda; and 

° better access to learning opportunities and language training using modern 
technology. 
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3. Recourse 


Planned Spending 


Objective 


The objective of the Recourse business line is to provide independent recourse processes 
in support of the merit principle in order to protect the public interest and to promote 
through effective intervention and education, the application of merit, fairness, equity and 
transparency. 


Description 


The Recourse business line hears appeals by public servants against alleged breaches of 
the Public Service Employment Act and Regulations on matters such as appointment and 
promotion. Recourse is also responsible for the investigation of complaints and 
irregularities in the Resourcing process that are not subject to appeal, for the investigation 
of complaints of harassment in the workplace and for conciliating settlements where 
complaints are upheld. Training, advice and assistance are also provided to departments, 
unions, other organizations, and individuals. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


Future of Recourse 


Newly designed alternative human resource and conflict resolution regimes demand 
greater recognition of flexibilities in the Public Service. In February 1996, the 
Commission adopted a blueprint for change, establishing its direction with respect to 
recourse and realigning its activities accordingly. The objective is to promote the 
application of the values and principles of the Public Service through effective 
intervention and education. 
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Consequently, in 1996-97, the PSC introduced alternate dispute resolution mechanisms to 
support the early, efficient and effective resolution of workplace disputes. This mediation 
process is a tested technique in which disputing parties agree to allow the mediator to 
guide them to a mutually beneficial result. The approach is aimed at resolving disputes 
rather than just settling them, reducing both the time and the costs of pursuing a 
complaint. 


In the context of the staffing reform, the PSC is reinventing the recourse function by: 


¢ promoting a greater use of alternate dispute resolution mechanisms within departments 
as a means of resolving staffing complaints in the workplace, thereby reducing the 
number of cases that are referred to the PSC as formal appeals and investigations; 

* increasing awareness among major stakeholders (employee representatives, managers 
and employees) that the quasi-judicial processes (appeals) were designed to focus on 
the public interest and not primarily on individual rights; 

* supporting use of improved channels designed for safeguarding individual rights for 
most complaints; 

¢ minimizing the use of multiple recourse avenues for the same complaint through 
mediation; and 

¢ streamlining appeals and investigations processes, and using such alternate dispute 
resolution tools as pre-hearing conferences and mediation. 


The PSC will continue to provide independent, third-party recourse for employees who 
elect to launch formal appeals and complaints; conduct systemic reviews and evaluations 
requiring it to obtain and use information from departments; conduct investigations and 
audits in the event of allegations or information regarding problems with departmental 
performance; and report to Parliament on the overall health of the resourcing system. 


In addition, the PSC will develop and maintain strong operational links with other 
recourse tribunals to avoid duplication of efforts, and to share experiences and discuss 
problems of common interest at the operational level. 


Special Projects 
Other special projects will be undertaken, such as: 
¢ streamlining the intake of requests to intervene in recourse actions; 


* increasing electronic access to information concerning recourse decisions; 
¢ implementing the "Shared Neutrals" program aimed at simplifying the process and 
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standardizing the methodology used in the area of harassment investigations; 
¢ developing and delivering recourse information sessions; and 


* conducting an experimental project with a large department to offer mediation services 
for appeals. 


Expected Results 
The expected results for the Recourse business line are: 


¢ astreamlined recourse process that unifies appeals, deployment investigations, 
harassment and other Public Service Employment Act investigations, and that supports 
departmental alternate dispute resolution and formal appeals as a last resort; 


¢ fewer formal hearings and a significant use of the informal approach to conflict 
resolution through alternate dispute resolution mechanisms; and 


¢ a better understanding and awareness of conflict resolution and workplace wellness 
issues. 


4. Policy, Research and Outreach

Objective 


The objective of the Policy, Research and Outreach business line is to provide 
knowledge, intelligence, insight and advice to support the Public Service Commission’s 
ability to champion an independent, professional, and representative Public Service. 
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Description 


The new business line provides the capacity to measure, report, provide advice, and 
deliver policy in areas within the PSC’s mandate. Services related to this business line are 
delivered through the Policy, Research and Communications Branch. 


This business line supports the medium- and long-term positioning of the PSC through: 
strategic analysis and research, environmental scanning, and liaison with stakeholders, 
especially on issues related to the PSC’s role as independent champion and steward of a 
professional, nonpartisan, and representative Public Service, and key public 
administration values. 


In support of this role, the business line also enhances and co-ordinates the knowledge 
base of the PSC. The activities of the business will supply strategic information to the 
Commission and ultimately to Parliament (via the PSC’s Annual Report) through the 
monitoring, assessment and review of PSC programs and policies and through the 
monitoring of the health of the Public Service in the areas related to the PSC’s mandate. 


Functions related to outreach, such as reporting to Parliament, the government and its 
central agency advisors on PSC matters at a strategic level, liaison and information 
sharing between provincial, federal, and international policy actors in areas related to the 
mandate and delegated responsibilities of the Public Service Commission, are carried out 
through the Policy, Research and Outreach business line. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


Ongoing reassessments of the federal government's role in society have changed the 
manner in which it conducts its business. This has affected the size and redefined the 
nature of the federal Public Service, leading to a transformation into a more responsive, 
affordable and relevant institution. These developments are demanding improved human 
resource systems across government, better management of knowledge, and strengthened 
strategies, planning and forecasting capacities. 


The Policy, Research and Outreach business line will strengthen internal knowledge and 
insight in order to design better policies and programs, as well as provide an improved 
context for making strategic decisions concerning human resource management issues in 
the federal Public Service. Innovative thinking, better anticipation of change and 
proactivity in responding to emerging human resource issues and opportunities will be 
required. In addition, there is a need for improved measurement and understanding of the 
PSC's role in the health and performance of the human resource management system. 
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To address priority issues such as renewal, mobility, recruitment and public service 
representativeness, the Policy Research and Outreach business line will communicate and 
operate in an integrated fashion and draw heavily from linkages to operations, 
departments, other central agencies and the broader human resource community. 


Expected Results 


Working as a partner with key stakeholders in the conception and delivery of human 
resource management and programs, the Policy, Research and Outreach business line will 
work to achieve results in the following areas: 


« a PSC Policy and Planning Framework integrating government renewal and PSC 
repositioning initiatives, including La Reléve and reform of the current staffing 
system; 

° policy and regulatory options and changes that arise from the implementation of 


major initiatives such as La Reléve, staffing reform, the Universal Classification 
Standard, competency-based human resources management, Alternative Service 
Delivery and more specifically departmental options and strategies that are 
developed in conjunction with stakeholders for: 


¢ staffing system accountability and reporting arrangements; 
* ongoing recruitment and retention of a knowledgeable skilled and 
representative workforce; and 
¢ PSC's mandated requirements in support of the Public Service's employment 
equity and diversity objective; 
¢ amulti-year research agenda addressing the PSC's long-term objectives and policy 
development requirements; 
¢ demographic analyses of Public Service data and information supporting an improved 
human resource planning and forecasting capacity for the PSC and its stakeholders; 
and 
¢ information management policies, practices and tools, that support information 
exchange and systematic feedback on matters relating to the performance of the Public 
Service human resource system.

Objective 


The objective of the Corporate Services business line is to provide central services and 
systems in support of the corporate management and all PSC program activities. 


Description 


The Corporate Services business line includes the activities of the President and 
Commissioners, management systems and policies, finance, human resource 
management, informatics, internal audit and internal evaluation and other administrative 
and support services. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


Sensitive to the challenges faced by the PSC, Corporate Services will develop human 
resource strategies and activities for the internal La Reléve initiatives. It will also provide 
management, employees and other stakeholders with services and functional expertise in 
strategic and operational areas. 


In the context of the PSC repositioning and its change management strategy, Corporate 
Services will assess initiatives and integrate elements of the new comptrollership 
philosophy. The business line will offer more operational and strategic analysis and 
advice; work to integrate corporate financial and administrative monitoring and reporting; 
and manage the Expenditure Management System and business planning framework in 
the PSC. 
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The PSC will rely, in part, on technology as it evolves into a knowledge-based 
organization. It will look to technology for the right information, for modern desktop 
tools, to draw competent workers and to respond to the need for a system-wide approach 
to information and knowledge management. A flexible informatics environment has 
never been more important. Business applications and hardware, including the PSC 
Intranet system (PSCNet) and external automated systems that interface with PSCNet, 
will need to be examined for Year 2000 compliance. 


Expected Results 


The expected results for the Corporate Services business line are: 


< implementation of the PSC’s internal La Reléve plan in order to help employees to 
acquire the competencies required by the new organization; 


° implementation of the Expenditure Management System integrated with the PSC 
Planning and Reporting Framework; 


. implementation of the Financial Information Strategy according to established 
milestones and requirements; 


. provision of enhanced technological support for business activities to PSC 
programs in a secure and responsible information technology environment; and 


. provision of timely, efficient and effective services to client branches to help them 
make informed decisions.

The Estimates Documents 

The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured in several parts. Beginning 

with an overview of total government spending in Part I, the documents become increasingly 
more specific. Part II outlines spending according to departments, agencies and programs 
and contains the proposed wording of the conditions governing spending which Parliament 
will be asked to approve. 

The Report on Plans and Priorities provides additional detail on each department and its 
programs primarily in terms of more strategically oriented planning and results information 
with a focus on outcomes. 

The Departmental Performance Report provides a focus on results-based accountability 


by reporting on accomplishments achieved against the performance expectations and results 
commitments as set out in the spring Report on Plans and Priorities.

A staff relations regime should not be founded on or provide a framework for a test 
of wills and economic strength between labour and management. The Board’s 
objective, therefore, is to administer a system which provides fairness to government 
employees and to the Canadian public. It is within this context that the Board strives 
to provide a flexible and multi-faceted array of tools to assist the parties in the 
conduct of their labour relations. 


The activity of the Board affects the public interest by promoting and supporting a 
harmonious and regulated relationship between public servants and_ their 
employers. The cost of the activity is mitigated by the overall benefit of enabling the 
government to provide its services with a minimum of disruption. 


As a federal operation that deals only with employees of the federal government the 
Board’s functions cannot be re-aligned with other levels of government or with 
partnerships in the private sector. 


The essential functions performed by the Board are non-discretionary in nature and 
must be provided at the request of the parties. The Board, nevertheless, recognizes 
that it is imperative that these functions be provided in the most cost effective and 
timely manner. 


Over the course of the planning period the Board will pursue strategies to 
provide: 


e a framework for the timely administration of the systems of collective 
bargaining and grievance adjudication in the Public Service 


e service that is satisfactory to our clients 
e the use of technology where appropriate to maximize efficiency.

In order to do so, the Board provides a mediation and conciliation service to assist 
the parties in the resolution of their differences. This service enables many matters 
to be settled without resort to formal proceedings before the Board. 


In addition, the Board provides physical premises and administrative support 
services to the National Joint Council which is an independent consultative body of 
representatives of employers and employees for the determination of service-wide 
issues that do not lend themselves to unit by unit bargaining. However, the Board 
has no direct involvement in the operations of the National Joint Council.

Objective 


The objectives of the business line are the creation of jurisprudence through the 
decisions of the Board and the implementation of a set of integrated procedures 
which enable the employers, the bargaining agents and the employees they 
represent and others who have entitlements, to exercise their rights under the 
Act. 


The Board provides the necessary framework within which the various rights and 
responsibilities of participants to collective bargaining in the Public Service are 
to be exercised. The Board renders reasoned decisions in a timely manner and 
provides assistance to the parties thereby contributing to the following goals:

External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


Ultimately the everyday concerns of public servants normally expressed through 
their bargaining agents and the concerns of the Public Service employers in 
managing the Public Service and implementing the programs approved by the 
government of the day, become the factors determining the workload of the Board, 
both in quantity and type of dispute requiring attention. The current economic 
climate together with the reorganization of government operations and the general 
reduction in the number of employees has the potential of creating an atmosphere of 
uncertainty and stress in the work force. Employees in such an environment are 
more inclined to exercise their rights to protect their interests. This coupled with 
recent jurisprudence extending the broad parameters of human rights principles to 
labour relations matters continue to result in more lengthy and complex proceedings 
before the Board. 


After a freeze of more than 6 years the resumption of collective bargaining will 
continue to result in increased activity in this area. Since its inception the Board has 
been responsible for responding to requests for both conciliation and arbitration as 
part of the process of resolving collective bargaining disputes. The suspension of 
arbitration as a means of dispute resolution in 1996 for a three year period will not 
diminish the workload of the Board in the area of dispute resolution. As a result of 
the 1993 amendments to the Public Service Staff Relations Act, the Board may also 
be required to address requests for fact finding and/or the establishment of an 
alternate dispute resolution process. In addition, the establishment of a new process 
for the designation of positions deemed necessary in the interest of the safety or 
security of the public has increased the Board’s workload. This workload will 
continue at least until the end of 1998. 


The decision by the Government to reconfigure certain of its operations has resulted 
in an increased workload for the Board in the areas of certification, managerial or 
confidential exclusions and successor rights. 


Key Plans and Strategies and Expected Ressults

Strategies 


The expeditious handling of proceedings referred to the Board in accordance with 
the rules of natural justice is fundamental to maintaining the integrity and credibility 
of the Board. The Board has set standards for the handling of proceedings referred 
to it from the initial application, complaint or reference to final disposition.

In 1994-95 the Board piloted an alternative system of dispute resolution called 
expedited adjudication with the largest bargaining agent and largest employer. 
Expedited adjudication enables the parties and the Board to save time and 
resources by dealing with certain grievances without resort to the formal hearing 
process. Since its inception this program has expanded to include three additional 
bargaining agents. Furthermore, the pool of Board members available to hear 
expedited adjudication cases has been broadened to include any Board member 
with a minimum of three years experience. The Board will continue to encourage the 
use of expedited adjudication with both bargaining agents and employers. 


The Board will explore the usefulness of pre-hearing conferences. 
The Board will continue to encourage the parties to make greater use of its 


mediation, conciliation and information services to resolve their disputes 


Expected Results 


The Board expects to continue to achieve a high compliance rate with 
performance standards related to the handling and disposition of proceedings 
referred to it.

A formal client satisfaction survey is currently under preparation. The objective 
of the survey is to obtain feedback from clients in areas such as 
communications, processes, policies, procedures, and evaluation of services. 
The response from clients will guide efforts to improve service delivery. It is 
hoped that the client satisfaction survey will become a regular activity.

In recent years the Board has increased productivity through the introduction of 
up to date technology in its case management operations. The case tracking and 
management system has integrated and automated the processing of all cases 
coming before the Board. The system supports management decision making by 
providing accurate and timely information regarding all proceedings before the 
Board. Furthermore, teleconferencing is now used in the conduct of 
examinations in the identification of managerial or confidential exclusions as well 
as in the mediation of disputes concerning the designation of positions in the 
interest of the safety or security of the public. 


In its continuing efforts to benefit from technology the Board has done a 
preliminary study to consider the feasibility of using videoconferencing as a 
means of reducing the costs associated with the hearing process. The Report on 
the study has been distributed to the parties for their consideration. 


Expected Results 


By the end of fiscal year 1998-99 the Board expects to have concluded 
discussions with the parties regarding the viability of videoconferencing.

Mandate 


Public Works and Government Services Canada (PWGSC) 
was established in 1993 from the amalgamation of Public 
Works Canada, Supply and Services Canada, the Government 
Telecommunications Agency and the Translation Bureau. 
With the passage of the Department of Public Works and 
Government Services Canada Act in July 1996, the 
government reaffirmed the need to have a central department 
responsible for providing the necessary administrative and 
common services that support the daily operations of 
departments and agencies of the Government of Canada. 


PWGSC acts as a common service agency for the Government 
of Canada with a mandate: 


to provide the departments, boards and agencies of the 
federal government with services in support of their 
programs. The services provided by PWGSC are 
determined by a recognized common need across 
government or by the requirements of public policy. The 
Department has a responsibility to investigate and develop 
services which will increase the efficiency and economy of 
the public service and enhance integrity and efficiency in 
government contracting. 


The Department of Public Works and Government Services 
Act sets out the legal authorities for PWGSC services, 
including: construction, maintenance and repair of public 
works and federal real property; provision of office 
accommodation and other facilities; provision of architectural 
and engineering advice and services; planning for and 
acquisition of supplies and services; planning and co- 
ordinating of telecommunications services; consulting and 
auditing services; and the provision of translation and related 
services. The Act makes clear the Department's authority to 
administer all federal real property not explicitly placed by 
legislation under the administration of another federal 
department, board, or agency. The Act also supports the 
Minister's responsibilities as Receiver General, and provides 
the authority for administrative and other services in relation 
to benefits, superannuation and pension plans and 
disbursement of pay to persons employed in the Public Service 
of Canada.

PWGSC provides a wide range of common and central 
services to the government. These services are delivered in an 
environment characterized by a changing role for government, 
an ongoing emphasis on restraint, and new management 
structures and technologies offering greater choice and 
improved economy through standardized approaches. 


PWGSC will continue to work with the Treasury Board 
Secretariat and departments to improve overall government 
administration, while respecting the principles of modern 
comptrollership. 


In this context, the Department has chosen to re-emphasize the 
following key strategies: 


¢ The Department will enhance its contribution to 
government by: emphasizing core roles and reviewing 
these roles continuously; working with the private sector,

Note: The figures for 1998-99 and future years have not been adjusted to reflect the financial implications 
from the Real Property Services (RPS) - Alternative Forms of Delivery (AFD) initiative. Under the AFD 
initiative, RPS will contract with the private sector and provinces for the provision of property 
management services for most of the facilities within the custody of the Department. It is expected 


that AFD will result in the transfer of approximately 600 Full Time Equivalents to the private 


sector/provinces and achieve significant savings in the operation of facilities. Financial implications 
of the transition to AFD will be determined over the course of the last quarter of fiscal year 1997-98 
as negotiations are completed with the private sector contractor and affected provinces.

Objective

common services to clients at market-based rates. 


Description 


Real Property Services (RPS) manages a diverse portfolio of 
federal office buildings and common-use facilities as well as 
special properties, northern housing, surplus properties and 
engineering assets (a highway, bridges, a lock, dams and dry 
docks). RPS provides a safe, productive and affordable 
working environment and maintains assets in a safe condition. 
It develops appropriate policies and plans to discharge the 
Minister’s emergency preparedness responsibilities. It also 
provides a wide range of professional and technical services in 
the engineering, architectural and realty fields. 


Clients include departments, boards and agencies, Crown 
corporations, and certain organizations outside the federal 
government. 


The RPS business line has two service lines: 


Federal Accommodation and Holdings fulfils a 
custodial role and is responsible for providing 
accommodation and related services to federal tenant 
departments and agencies. Demand for accommodation is 
assessed against existing and projected inventories of 
space (owned, leased and lease-purchased) and the most 
effective approach to meet the demand is determined. 


It focuses on the application of the policies and standards 
that govern the quality, quantity and location of tenant 
accommodation, related environmental issues and health 
and safety concerns, as well as the Department's 
commitment to provide a productive work environment, 
while ensuring that legislative, regulatory and policy 
authorities and affordability pertaining to accommodation 
are observed. 


It also manages a portfolio of real property in PWGSC’s 
custody consisting of special properties (such as the 
parliamentary precinct and conference and training 
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The Business Line aims to 
become the real property 
expert and advisor to 
departments and agencies, 
and to provide a one-stop 
service to meet all the real 
property needs of clients. 
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facilities, northern housing, surplus properties and 
engineering assets). 


The focus is on sound investment, efficient, effective and 
safe operation and maintenance of the assets, and 
optimizing revenues from property disposals. Federal 
government expenditures are minimized through the 
negotiation of divestiture agreements transferring certain 
major assets along with the associated long-term 
expenditures and liabilities, to other levels of government 
or to third-party interests. Also provided are professional 
and administrative services to manage payments in lieu of 
taxes for the properties under the custody of PWGSC and 
other federal departments. 


# Services encompasses a full range of professional and 
technical architectural, engineering, property and facilities 
management, environmental, appraisal and real estate 
services to meet the needs of clients for strategic planning, 
acquisition, management, operation, maintenance, 
construction, repair and disposal of real property. 
Dedicated client service units offer an integrated one-stop 
service to meet all the real property needs of clients. 


The services provided are “optional” and on a fee for 
service basis. The services operate on a revolving fund 
with a maximum draw down of $450 million. In 1998-99, 
the Services Revolving Fund expects to manage a business 
volume of $2.1 billion. 


External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


The primary external factor influencing this business line is 
the demand from federal departments and agencies for RPS’s 
accommodation, infrastructure, and real property services. The 
extent of the demand over the coming years will directly 
depend on program changes and downsizing of federal 
departments and agencies. It will also depend on horizontal 
government initiatives such as alternative service delivery, the 
creation of separate agencies, and collaboration with, or 
devolution to, other levels of government. Another factor is 
the rapid change brought on by the introduction of new 
technologies and service delivery approaches in the real 
property field, including information management, contracting 
and financing arrangements. 


The business line aims to become the real property expert and 
advisor to departments and agencies, and to provide a one-stop 
service to meet all the real property needs of clients. Its

success in this respect will depend on RPS’ ability to adapt to 
change and to gain the acceptance of clients as the provider- 
of-choice for real property services and expertise. The 
following is a summary of the strategies seeking to address 
these challenges. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


A major initiative of RPS is to redefine its relationships with 
the private sector and with other levels of government in line 
with the government objectives of “getting government right’, 
reducing costs and stimulating growth in the private sector. To 
this end, the business line is moving in a dramatic way to 
Alternative Forms of Delivery (AFD) by increased contracting 
out to the private sector and by developing partnerships with 
other levels of government and with professional associations. 


In order to achieve this repositioning, RPS has undertaken a 
comprehensive examination to determine those services that 
will continue to be managed or performed in-house, and those 
that may be delivered by others. RPS will, however, continue 
to offer a full range of real property services. More 
non-government personnel will provide services relating to 
building operations. With this repositioning, RPS is moving 
away from perceived competition with the private sector. A 
new and repositioned RPS will focus on identifying problems, 
defining client needs and strategic brokering of services with 
the private sector to meet client needs more effectively and 
efficiently. The objective is to reduce costs for both RPS and 
its clients while maintaining or enhancing service standards 
and to get the best possible return for the federal government’s 
investment in government real property assets. 


Other federal departments and agencies are also facing major 
challenges to change, reduce and refocus their core activities 
and services. To support them, RPS is offering to use its skills 
and knowledge as the government's real property expert and 
advisor so that departments can concentrate on their core 
program roles. It is offering clients an integrated “one-stop” 
real property service with dedicated client service units to 
meet all their real property needs, including their 
environmental management goals and the health and safety of 
their employees in the workplace. In the Regions, this service 
is expanding to provide a wider range of common services. 
The business line is also developing an in-depth knowledge of 
client programs and priorities so that it can tailor services to 
meet particular requirements. This new knowledge should lead 
to more effective use of real property activities and more

As the future success of RPS depends on the knowledge and 
expertise of its employees, there will be an emphasis over the 
planning period on renewing and revitalizing its workforce 
and culture. The effort will include building on the required 
competencies, training and support, empowering, rewarding, 
motivating, and team building. This renewal exercise will 
involve fostering an environment that builds on employees' 
abilities and talents, respects employees’ needs and concerns, 
and encourages energy, excellence and enthusiasm. 


Expected Results 


Over the planning period, RPS will pursue results in four 
areas: 


1. Client Satisfaction: 


Creating satisfied clients is key to maintaining and 
building the capacity to provide real property services on a 
fee-for-service basis while making the best use of the 
government’s investment in real property assets. 


To ensure client satisfaction, specifically, RPS will: 


e establish partnership relationships with clients by

Objective 


To provide quality procurement and procurement-related 
common services to federal government departments; to 
provide quality common services in support of 
client-delivered publishing activities; and to provide quality 
disposal services for federal government departments. 


Description 


The Supply Operations Service (SOS) business line provides 
the following services: 


¢ The Supply component provides common services for 
acquiring goods and services on behalf of the federal 
government. The Supply component manages the supply 
process by assisting client departments with requirements 
definition, undertaking bid solicitation, evaluation and 
selection, contract negotiation and administration, as well 
as auxiliary services such as market research to identify 
what products are available from suppliers, product 
planning, method-of-supply studies, maintenance of 
statistical data base and reporting capability, policy 
framework, review and promulgation and technological 
infrastructure to support the electronic capability to 
conduct the acquisitions function. In addition, Supply 
encompasses responsibility for all procurement-related 
aspects of Major Crown Projects. 


Supply also includes certain specialized activities: marine 
inspection and technical services; cost analysis support;

departments and agencies. 


management of Crown-owned production assets; industrial 
security and personal security screening services for 
PWGSC and industry; development and maintenance of 
consensus standards and conformity assessment services; 
management of seized property (assets seized as a result of 
crime); central freight, travel management, and household 
goods removal services; and, transportation advisory 
services. 


¢ The Publishing component offers a range of value-added 
publications management services, including publications 
advice and development and the provision of marketing 
and sales assistance to clients. Publishing administers 
Crown copyright on behalf of government and negotiates 
licensing and co-publishing agreements between clients 
and the private sector. It is also responsible for producing 
and publishing Parts I, II and III of the Canada Gazette and 
the Government Business Opportunities publication. This 
component also manages the Depository Services Program 
(DSP) on behalf of Treasury Board. The DSP distributes 
federal government publications free-of-charge to a 
network of depository libraries in Canada and elsewhere in 
the world. 


@ The Crown Assets Distribution (CAD) component 
provides disposal services for all federal government 
departments and agencies. Disposal methods include sale, 
transfer, trade-in, donation, lease, loan and destruction. 
Client departments receive 100% of the net proceeds from 
the sale of surplus assets (gross proceeds less direct selling 
expenses and commissions), with the exception of seized 
assets. 


External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


Several significant external factors are expected to affect the 
SOS business line in the upcoming fiscal year. The significant 
downsizing that has taken place has meant that clients have 
fewer resources available for front-end activities — 1.e., 
requirements definition — relating to the procurement process. 
In turn, the lack of resources at the client level has placed 
more demands on SOS’s procurement staff. Therefore, SOS 
will have to examine how best to meet this increased demand. 


The SOS business line has been experiencing a decline in the 
number of contracts managed. However, the value of contracts 
has remained constant. This trend indicates that the contracts 
which are managed are more complex. Therefore they require 
more oversight on the part of SOS staff, and the need to 
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Integrity and transparency 
will continue to be the 
governing principles in 
SOS contracting activities. 
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ensure that staff skills are in line with the increasing 
complexity of the work. 


Increasingly, the business line is being asked to share its 
procurement expertise with, and provide assistance to, other 
departments that carry out their own procurement. These 
activities include providing procurement training and policy 
and procedural advice; sharing manuals and procurement 
terms, conditions and clauses; and supporting Canada’s trade 
negotiators. A focus on renewing and re-skilling the work 
force and redirecting effort will be required to ensure that SOS 
is able to continue providing high quality services to clients. 


Regarding the structure of the business line, several decisions 
are pending. A Communications Coordination Service Branch 
is in the process of being formed from an amalgamation of 
various departmental activities. Alternative delivery options 
will be examined in Crown Assets Distribution. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


Integrity and transparency will continue to be the governing 
principles in SOS contracting activities. It is the intention of 
the SOS business line to continue supporting the department's 
directions and priorities of enhancing PWGSC's contribution 
to government, improving service, seeking savings and 
efficiency in its operations, and managing its human resources 
effectively. The following strategies and goals established by 
the SOS business line form the foundation for the business 
line's initiatives, and contribute to the department's priorities: 


# to provide expert and knowledgeable procurement 
services that meet clients' needs; 

# tocultivate relationships with contractors based upon 
professionalism, fairness and openness; 

# to develop effective policies and programs that reflect 
broad government objectives; 

# to bea leader in informatics procurement and in using 
information technology as a key part of the procurement 
process; and 

# to improve and streamline the process for meeting 
procurement requirements of National Defence and other 
clients.

- improving contracting processes throughout the 
government. 

¢ assist small and medium-size enterprises by: 

- providing information on government-wide 
contracting; 

- being the focus for the delivery of the Contracts 
Canada service, an information network related to 
contracting (i.e., explaining how to do business, 
registering suppliers and providing historical 
information) for all government departments and 
agencies; 

- developing a streamlined registration process and 
pursuing a one-stop registration process for all 
suppliers, and a “one-stop shopping” for 
departments and agencies looking for suppliers; 

- supporting the government’s Procurement Strategy 
for Aboriginal Business (PSAB) by delivering over 
50 supplier awareness seminars aimed at 
Aboriginal businesses across Canada; and 

- developing and initiating meetings with key 
industry associations to let industry know what 
clients are likely to be buying and to discuss new 
government initiatives and policies.

The Receiver General business line strategy is focused on 
moving towards a paperless environment by upgrading its 
delivery systems and processes. The Receiver General is 
playing a major role in the federal government’s electronic 
commerce thrust by creating a more effective 
infrastructure for receiving and handling revenue and 
disbursements of funds. This infrastructure will support 
program departments in their initiatives to decrease 
administrative costs while improving service to the public. 


Operate with integrity, openness and responsiveness 


The business line will continue to encourage dialogue with 
its clients and partners. For example, the business line will 
actively participate in various fora such as the Canadian 
Payments Association Stakeholders Advisory Council and 
the Treasury Board Electronic Commerce Committee. In 
addition, the Receiver General will ensure that dealings 
with business partners are fair, open and transparent. 


Renewal of the workforce 


The success in renewing the workforce will require a 
concentrated effort.

Objective 


To provide cost-effective, accurate, and timely common 
services, including payments and account processing, in the 
areas of payroll, benefits and pension plan administration. 


Description 


Public Service Compensation administers government payroll 
and pension processes, including the development and 
maintenance of computer systems and a national service office 
infrastructure, in order to allow departments to administer pay 
and benefits in accordance with the collective agreements and 
compensation policies established by Treasury Board and for 
the purpose of the administration of the Public Service 
Superannuation Act. It also provides specialized pension 
services to National Defence and the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police (RCMP) for the administration of their plans. 


External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


Several factors will exert pressure on compensation services to 
change. These include public sector reform, technological 
evolution, increased public scrutiny and service expectations, 
and the need for a renewed workforce. Increased departmental 
autonomy, federal/provincial cooperation, alternative service 
delivery, the Financial Information Strategy, collective 
bargaining, employment equity and job classification represent 
some of the specific challenges. Given the sensitivity, 
importance and precise nature of compensation services, 
compensation will remain effective only if it maintains open 
and responsive relations with clients and stakeholders.

Objective 


To facilitate universal access to information and the ability to 
do business electronically throughout the federal government 
and its client community, through the planning and 
co-ordination of telecommunications and the provision of 
common IM/IT infrastructure and services. 


Description 


IM/IT-Common Services provides “access” services necessary 
for interconnecting other government departments to 
PWGSC's common and central applications, and places 
special emphasis on the IM/IT infrastructure and services 
necessary to implement electronic commerce as the preferred 
means of doing business. 


IM/IT-Common Services provides “derivative” services spun 
off from PWGSC's IM/IT “core” services when they can meet 
other departments' needs. In addition, it provides a centre of 
expertise to assess current and emerging IM/IT needs, to 
identify products and services available in the marketplace 
that can meet those needs, to act as the government's broker to 
match client demand with available solutions, and to manage 
certain common IM/IT services. IM/IT-Common Services 
seeks to accomplish this objective by partnering with federal 
departments, other levels of government and the private 
sector. 


IM/IT-Common Services 
provides “access” 
services necessary for 
interconnecting other 
government departments 
to PWGSC's common and 
central applications. 


The IM/IT services offered include information and 
applications management, telecommunications and computing 
services. 
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IM/IT-Common Services 
has repositioned itself as 
an agent or “broker” for 
common IMIIT services. 
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External Factors Influencing the Business Line 


The IM/IT Common Services business line is provided by the 
Government Telecommunications and Informatics Services 
(GTIS) Branch. 


Originally, GTIS was expected to evolve to a Special 
Operating Agency. Since then, however, several external 
factors have prompted the department to reconsider this 
direction. Deregulation of the telecommunications industry — 
the first factor — changed the traditional role played by GTIS 
in “bulk” purchasing and resale of services. The increased 
private sector competition in informatics generally for limited 
government business required that GTIS position itself in a 
complementary, rather than competitive, relationship. Second, 
Program Review meant that the department had to focus its 
limited specialized resources on its critical “core” common 
services programs. The successful application of common 
infrastructure and services may be affected by government 
policies on alternative service delivery and increased 
optionality in sourcing. 


As a result of these conditions, IM/IT-Common Services has 
repositioned itself as an agent or “broker” for common IM/IT 
services. Our role is to work with client departments and 
agencies to establish common demand and to find the 
appropriate goods and services in the competitive 
marketplace. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


As the IM/IT authority for PWGSC, GTIS is committed to 
making the department a “model user” of information 
technology. To that end, GTIS will supply IM/IT services that 
meet the demands of both the common service business lines, 
and of internal administration. Where funding is available and 
sufficient client demand exists, GTIS will take advantage of 
the benefits of proven departmental IM/IT products and 
services in providing government-wide common infrastructure 
and services. 


GTIS will offer the following types of services: 


# “access” services for connecting government departments 
to common and core central applications, with special 
emphasis on implementing electronic commerce; 


@ derivative” IM/IT services, which are spin-offs from IM/IT 
services that support PWGSC core functions, but which 
can also meet other departments' needs; and 
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GTIS will manage the 
provision of common 
IMIIT services such as 
telecommunications and 
electronic message- 
handling service 


IMIIT - Common Services 
will focus GTIS services 
on those areas in which 
GTIS can clearly add 
value, and withdraw from 
those areas better served 
by the private sector. 


¢ “brokerage and management” services, where client needs 
are aggregated to create demand leverage and sourced 
competitively to the commercial marketplace. 


Expected Results 


Over the planning period, IM/IT - Common Services will 
pursue results in three areas: 


1. Effective and efficient management of common IM/IT 
services 


Specifically, GTIS will manage the provision of common 
IM/IT services such as telecommunications and electronic 
message-handling service by: 


¢ transforming its role from direct service delivery to 
value-added brokering and managing of infrastructure 
and common services on behalf of government; 

e relying more on the private sector to deliver services, 
when appropriate and cost effective; and 

e enabling universal access to government services. 


Success will be measured by: 

e the extent to which the unit cost of infrastructure 
services decreases through competitive procurement 
and consolidation of demand. 


2. Rationalized services and resources 


Specifically, the IM/IT - Common Services will focus on 
those areas in which GTIS can clearly add value, and 
withdraw from those areas better served by the private 
sector by: 


¢ managing the development and delivery of common 
service solutions where clear sponsorship, funding 
arrangements and a proven business case exist; 

¢ developing new ways of delivering services and 
introducing new technologies within the context of the 
Service Management Model by working with the 
private sector to reduce costs; and 

¢ benchmarking current service delivery to determine 
benefits/options of Alternative Service Delivery. 


Success will be measured by: 

¢ improved response times through new service supply 
arrangements and alliances; 

¢ the extent to which commercial customized products 
and services are used; and

developing and supporting common electronic 
commerce applications and initiatives; 

establishing and managing a single backbone network 
for government; 

supporting government's single-window services 
delivery initiatives, including PWGSC programs; and 
continuing to manage the Canada Internet site 
(http://canada.gc). 


Success will be measured by: 


the provision of a comprehensive portfolio of 
infrastructure products and services, for example, 
government-wide directory services interconnected 
with departments and external organizations; 
expanded Internet services and electronic publishing; 
better, easier access to government services and 
information for the general public; and 

new products and services to support business 
transactions.

Description 


Consulting and Audit Canada (CAC) is a Special Operating 
Agency that provides, on an optional fee-for-service basis, 
consulting and audit services to federal departments and 
agencies. Services may also be made available to foreign 
governments and international organizations. Clients are 
assisted to better serve their publics through improvements to 
public sector management, operations and administration, 
while meeting the priorities and needs of government. 
Excellence is stressed in client service and the sharing of 
public sector expertise. Audit Services are provided on 
demand and include internal audit review and management 
services; cost audit; regulatory audit; and contribution audit. 
Consulting services, also available on demand, include 
review and assessment; organization and program 
management; project management; information management; 
shared systems support centre; economic and regulatory; 
environmental management; conflict management and 
organizational development services; financial and 
innovative services delivery; knowledge management 
consulting; and international services.

Lastly, our international consulting capability, which enjoys a 
strong reputation with the governments of developing 
countries, could see a significant rise in requests for its 
services if the federal government decides to actively market 
federal government expertise abroad.

CAC will strive to be the preferred provider of consulting and 
audit services to the federal government. Its services and 
public-sector expertise will continue to be relevant and in 
demand in the near future, given the ongoing public-sector 
streamlining. 


Maintaining financial stability is a continuing challenge for 
the business line. CAC will balance expenditures from the 
revolving fund with revenues from its consulting and audit 
assignments by continuously improving performance in all 
areas of client service. 


CAC will build a more responsive and flexible organization 
through investing strategically in training and development 
and information technologies. CAC will continue to provide 
services to government that respect client security 
requirements and the sensitivities of the public service. CAC 
will continue to provide confidential advice to senior 
management and to support the government's small business 
Strategy.

Specifically, initiatives such 
as alternative service delivery, along with the practice of 
optionality, pose a challenge as departments test and use 
outside sources to meet their needs. 
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Another factor is the international translation market, which is 
growing rapidly. Foreign translation businesses are 
consolidating operations to become more competitive. Some 
have started penetrating the Canadian market. The Canadian 
translation industry will need to strengthen and to position 
itself with regard to the Canadian market while gaining its fair 
share of the international market. As a leader in the Canadian 
translation industry, the Translation Bureau will need to play a 
pivotal role in helping the industry meet these challenges. 


Key Plans and Strategies 


The Bureau is preparing to meet new challenges by adjusting 
its positioning, expanding its markets, and preparing to do 
business in a more flexible, service-oriented manner. 


Of particular interest to the Bureau during the planning period 
are the following. 


¢ A national presence —'The Bureau has played a valuable 
role in the past in support of the promotion of Canadian 
linguistic duality and of official languages minorities 
through the provision of terminology and standardization 
services; it will continue to do so. It will also continue its 
cooperation with the Office de la langue francaise du 
Québec in the fields of terminology and standardization.
